STATE HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY. 
The State Horticultural Society met to­ 
day and amendments were made to the 
Constitution. One was the striking out of 
the ciause which made the Presidents of 
seven local horticultural societies Vice­ 
Presidents ol the State society. The others 
require the payment of a fee of $2 50 and 
the signing of the Constitution as a pre­ 
requisite to membership; abolishing corre­ 
sponding and honorary members and fix­ 
ing annual dues at" $3; members 
six 
months in arrears are to be dropped from 
the roll. 
MUST SHOW CAUSE. 
The Supreme Court has granted a writ 
of mandate, directed to Controller Dunn, 
to show eauee why he should not audit 
the demand for $8,000 presented by the 
Yosemite Stage and Turnpike Company. 
At the last Legislature a bill was passed 
appropriating this amount, as compensa­ 
tion tor eight miles of road opposite In­ 
spiration and Artists’ points, known as the 
Wawoua turnpike.

resentatives of the different telegraph com. 
panies were present. 
Dr. Green began his remarks by discuss 
ing the merits and demerits of the Euro­ 
pean Governmental telegraph system. He 
said that while in instances their charges 
were lower than those in the United States 
they were conducted at a loss. He pre­ 
sented a table showing that the domestic 
companies had 18,009 stations and handled 
over 60,000,000 messages annually against 
53,000 stations and 173,000,000 messages in 
the rest of the world. The Western Union 
controlled ten-elevenths of this business in 
the United States, and the stock was held 
by 3,550 persons in the United States. 
Dr. Green believed that the United States 
Government had no business with the 
management of the telegraph. It could 
not manage it as cheaply, it conid not do it 
better, and none of the senders of telegrams 
bad asked it. It was proposed to make a 
rate of one-haif of the cost of sending mes. 
sages, and the deficiency would have to be 
made up by the 57,000,000 people who did 
not use the telegraph. The receipts of the 
New VorK office of the Western Union 
included $700 000 annually from the pool 
rooms and sporting places. A large class 
of telegraph nsers were stock brokers and 
speculators. Were those people who were 
to be protected? Were those people in 
whose iuteiest people were to be taxed 
If the Government wanted to go into the 
telegraph business it should buy lines out­ 
right. It should not seek to fix losing 
rates for the existing companies. That 
would not be fair to the 3,500 stockholders 
of the Western Union. 
1 
The Government, he said, would need 
twice as many lines as were now In exist 
ence to do the business. Here was a 
scheme presented to go to 447 postoffices 
where there was free delivery, and where 
were abundant telegraph facilities. This 
was the way the Postmaster-General pro­ 
posed to supply the needs of 58,000,000 of 
people. This was the entering wedge of 
the movement to break down the present 
companies and establish a complete Gov 
eminent telegraph, and against that he 
protested. Dr. Green then made a com­ 
parison between the American and Eng­ 
lish systems. “Our rates,’’ he said, "are in 
reality (taking into account the free ad­ 
dresses and signatures, and the enormous 
area of territory covered) much lower than 
the English low rates, yet it is proposed to 
reduce these rates arbitrarily still lower. It 
woald require 21.S75 miles of wire to sup­ 
ply a siDgle connection to the 467 places 
comprised within the Postmaster-General s 
plan, and to do the business practically it 
would require at least 100,000 miles’ of 
wire. At press contracts the rental of this 
wire would be $3.600,000. Whoever under­ 
takes to do the telegraph business over this 
system will do it at a loss.” 
‘‘In this country,” continued the doctor, 
“there were more telegraph offices than 
Postoffices. In the older part of the coun­ 
try it was 50 per cent, greater, and yet 
Great Britain owned both telegraph and 
Pos'offices. Did that look as if the West­ 
ern Union was not keeping abreast of the 
times? In North Carolina the Western 
Uniou bad telegraph offices that did not 
pay 25 cents in gross receipts. At the 447 
places uamed in the Postmaster-Generai's 
plan as telegraph offices, the Government 
owned but 104 Postoffice buildings. It was 
becoming a grave question as to whether 
it now profited the Western Union to con­ 
tinue its contracts with the railroad com­ 
panies. Originally they were sources of 
great revenue, but now the railroad busi­ 
ness was increasing to such an extent that 
it was donbtful if the telegraph companies 
which handled their business free did not 
¡ose by the agreement. 
The’ Chairman asked how much of their 
business the Western Union did in the free 
delivery cities. 
Dr. Green replied that about 30 per cent, 
would cover it. 
That the business was 
more largely speculative than the remain­ 
der of their business, as it would include 
the guest money centers of the country. 
The Chairman said that it was proposed 
to pay the operators out of the two-cent 
charge for the postage stamp. He would 
like to know what the operating cost was. 
Dr. Green replied that a close estimate 
placed it at 3 cents per message. 
In cases 
of long-distance messages it ran up to 9 
cents. The average compensation of first- 
class operators was $75 per month. 
The Chairman wished to know how the 
rates suggested by the Postmaster-General 
compared with the present rates. 
Dr. Green replied that generally they 
were two-fifths lower. In cases of long­ 
distance messages they were one-half lower. 
The average 
message 
was twenty-one 
words, including addresses and signatures. 
It was preferable to continue the system of 
free addresses to insure accurate delivery 
than the English system, where the ad­ 
dresses were charged for. The addresses 
were cramped and messages frequently 
failed in delivery. To the broad question 
as to how the Postmaster-General’s plan 
appeared to him es a business proposition, 
Dr. Green said that of course it could be 
carried out, but the business could not be 
done by the Government or a corporation 
at a profit, and somebody would have to 
make up a deficiency. 
Representative Crain wished to know 
why, if the bill was impracticable. Dr. 
Green and the rest of the Postal Telegraph 
Compauy both appeared here to contend 
against it. 
Dr. Green replied that it was a serious 
matter ior them. They did not wish to be 
placed in competition with the United 
States Treasury. The Government could 
afford to bear the loss. 
Mr. Crain—“But the bill now provide; for 
that.” 
Dr. Green—“It will have to provide for 
that. You will be asked for an appropri­ 
ation within a year.” 
Mr. Crain remarked that if no company 
would contract with the Government, the 
bill could do them no harm. 
The Chairman at this point intervened 
to eay that Dr, Green did not appear at his 
own instance, but at the request of the 
committee, but the doctor, continuing his 
reply to Mr. Crain’s query, said; 
"Why is it that the British Government, 
having had its telegraph system for twelve 
or fifteen years, paying the operators half 
the saiary. with a system placed in an 
open country, in a small’ area thickly 
populated, costing about one-quarter the 
cost of our system to maintain—why is it 
that the Government has resisted the at­ 
tempts to lower the shilling rate? And 
why has the Postmaster-General, after re­ 
sisting the attempt for a year and a half, 
finally agreed to only a slight reduction ? 
It is because the receipts of the system 
lacked $100,000 of paying the interest on 
the cost of the plant at 3 per cent.” 
Mr. Anderson, referring to the Post- 
master-General’s bill, said that it did not 
contemplate the payment of large salaries 
to officers. 
Dr. Green dryly responded that if he 
wanted to do telegraph business he would 
haye to pay somebody to look after it and 
pay them well, too." After ail, what mat­ 
tered it? A saiary of $50,000 per annum 
amounted to a charge oí about one-tenth 
of a cent per message on the Western 
Union business. If the Postmaster-Gen- 
erai’s rates were adopted by the Western 
Union its receipts would fall just three 
million dollars below the expenditures 
every year. 
At this point the committee adjourned 
to meet to-morrow when Dr. Green will 
continue his statement.

W a sh in g to n , February 28th — Secretary 
Windom has awarded the seal fishery lease 
to the North Americau Commercial Com­ 
pany of New Yoik and San Francisco. 
The bid of the North American Commer­ 
cial Company of San Francisco, No. 10, 
was signed by the well-known fur dealer, 
I. Liebts. It was whispered at the time 
that the Alaska Commercial Company was 
behind this bid, but whether or not the 
whisper had any foundation iu fact could 
only be conjectured. The bid was $55.200 
annual rental, $2 revenue tax, anil $8 85 
bonus for each sealskin, or the bidder was 
willing to pay, in addition to the rent, 45 
per cent, of ail receipts from the sale of 
sealskins. This, it was claimed, would net 
the Government at least $8 per skin. As a 
second alternative this company offered to 
pav 10 per cent more than any other bid­ 
der, but wanted the Government not to 
restrict the annual kill to less than 100,000 
seals. Bid eleven was from the snrne com­ 
pauy, and contained an offer of $60.000 an­ 
nual rental, $2 revenue tax, $7 02* bonus 
and 50 cents a gallon for oil. Bid twelve, 
also from the North American Commer­ 
cial Company of San Francisco, offered 
$57,100 rental, $2 revenue tax, $8 25 bonus 
and 50 cents a gallon for oil. 
The proposal accepted by the Secretary 
Í3 known as bid No. 11, and as will be seen, 
differs from the other two in being an offer 
without conditions. Among other things 
the company agrees to encourage the dress­ 
ing, dyeing’ and marketing of sealskins 
within’the United States. The annual rev­ 
enue to the Government under this lease 
on the basis of 1001300 seals per annum, 
will be about $1.000,000, as against about 
$300,000 under the present lease to the 
Alaska Commercial Company. 
Following are the names of the Direct­ 
ors : Lloyd Tevis, Henry Cowell, Mathias 
Meyer and Isaac Liebes, ail ot San Fran­ 
cisco, and Albert 
Miller, of Oakland. 
David O. Mills, of New York, is said to be 
member of the company. The capital 
stock is $2,000,000.

harbor defense vessels of the monitor type, 
having not more than eighteen feet draft, 
with twin screws, and a sea speed of not 
less than seventeen knots. These vessels 
are to be armed with four guns of not iesa 
than twelve-inch caliber, mounted within 
turrets, or en barbette, together with rapid- 
firing guns, and at least one fifteen-inch 
dynamite gun. The vessels shall have 
either steel or compound armor, and the 
total cost not to exceed $2,500,<300 each.

W a sh in g to n, February 23:h.—The Re­ 
publican members of the House Commit­ 
tee on Wavs and Means have informed the 
Pacific slope delegation that the same duty 
will be imposed upon lead in silver ore 
that is levied upon pure lead ore. This 
provision wili be reported in the tariff bill, 
and, it is said, proves satisfactory to repre­ 
sentatives of lead-producing districts. It 
will check the supply of lead from Mexico 
which comes in with silver ore. 
The representatives of the beet-sugar in ­ 
dustry have informed the majority ol the 
Committee on Ways ana Means that they 
will without complaint accept a reduction 
of 25 per cent, of the sugar duty and will 
fight any greater reduction. The commit­ 
tee is inclined to teport a cut of 30 per cent.

The press has 
constantly intim ated th at the reason ot the 
alleged delinquency iu not publishing such im ­ 
portant m atter, rath er th an prize-fights and 
dog-fiehts, is th at m y areech was not en tertain ­ 
ing. I have sren t m any thousand dollars dis­ 
tributing m y speeches. 
This would have been 
unnecessary had not the press been muzzled and 
intim idated and false to its trust in th a t regard. 
I have been toid by responsible new spaper men 
th at the 
Associated 
Press has transm itted 
scarcely any tacts w hich day after day have 
been placed before the Senate, and w hich 
should have gone before the people.

One of its inconsistencies, he 
said, was th at a p aren t w ho coaid not support 
him seil by m anual labor, bu t w ho m ight by 
m ental Or clerical w ork earn S5.000, SIO.OOO or 
$20.000 a year, would be entitled to a pension 
under it.

B o n d s. 
N ew Y o r k , February 2Sth.— Senator 
Stanford came to New York Wednesday 
night to confer with his associates in the 
Central Pacific Railroad over the fundiDg 
bill now before Congress. The bill provides 
that the Central 'Pacific debt shall be paid 
in seven tv-five years, at 2 per cent, interest, 
and the Union Pacific debt in fifty years at 
per cent, interest. The Union Pacific 
Company is understood to be willing to 
accept these terms, but the Central Pacific 
does not regard the settlement au equita­ 
ble one. Washington dispatches published 
yesterday intimated the purpose of Seuetor 
Stanford’s visit to be to organize opposition 
to the passage of the measure. 
Collis P. Huntington said last evening: 
’There was a taik at my office to-day about 
the funding bill. 
Senator Stanford and a 
few others were there. 
I have said, and 
repeat the statement, that we do not con­ 
sider the bill a fair one to the Central Pa­ 
cific. 
Some of our people are anxious we 
should refuse to accept the terms, but I 
told tbem to-day that we had better wait. 
We do not intend to fight the bill and shall 
not make any organized resistance. If 
Congress passed it without any change it 
would be time enough for us to say what 
we shall do. I hope some amendments 
will be made, but I know nothing about 
the prospect 
We shall take no action for 
or against the bill. I insist it is not just, 
and it is easy enough to prove it. 
"My statement before the committee re­ 
cently explains my reasons. If the Gov­ 
ernment will indorse the bonds I will take 
the whole amount and agree to make 
$5,000,000 out of the transac’ion, The 
amount of money made by the Govern­ 
ment in consequence of the building of the 
railroad has been enormous, aud it can af­ 
ford to be just if not generous. But there 
has been so much demagogy the people do 
not understand the matter, aud do not 
seem to be willing to study it. I used to 
be annoyed by the abuse heaped on us, but 
I suppose I have become used to it. Men 
have been sent to Congress simply because 
they reviled u s ; but I do uot care what 
they do.” 
To the inquiry if he would like to have 
the Government foreclose the mortgage, 
Huntington replied in a most deliberate 
manner, “I do not think the Government 
will do anything of the kind.” 
In regard to tbe action of the Union Pa­ 
cific he suid : “I have understood the ad­ 
justment was satisfactory, bat one of the 
prominent men of the company toid nae to­ 
day he was not in favor of accepting it and 
that he was not alone.”

H e D em an d s a n In v estig atio n of 
C leveland -S tre e t S candal, 


L o ndon, February 2Sth.—Labouchere, in 
the Commons to-day, spoke lo his motion 
for an inquiry into the Cleveland-street 
scandal. 
He delailed the facts of the 
scandal. The treasury officials, having full 
knowledge of the whole affair, refrained 
from prosecuting Newlive and Veck until 
Blackwood, Secretary of the Postoffice, has 
insisted upon taking action against his own 
subordinates. 
Then finding themselves 
compelled to prosecute these men, the 
Treasury officials determined to prevent an 
exposure 
by 
going 
any further, and 
tried to hush it up. 
When Hammond 
fied to Belgium no legal difficuKy was 
in tbe way of securing his extradition, but 
Salisbury, through the T.-easuiy officials, 
wrote, declaring that he conid not ask ex­ 
tradition. Hammond went to America, 
and as to information and otherwise, was 
assisted through Newton, solicitor to Lord 
Somerset. The object of the Government 
was obviously to put Kam m jnd beyoud 
the reach ot extradition. When the Chief 
of Police reported to the Treasury tbat evi­ 
dence was in the hands of the'police in­ 
volving Lord Somerset and others the 
Treasury ordered (he police to desist from 
watching tbe case. 
Lord Somerset obtained a Horse Guard’s 
four months’ leave of absence, to enable 
him to quit the country. But he did not 
quit the country, and Salisbury being in­ 
formed of this through Sir Dighton Probyn, 
stated that a warrant would be issued, but 
he caused this decision to become known 
to Lord Somerset's commanding officer, 
through whom this information was con­ 
veyed to Somerset. Thereupon Somerset 
fled. He was not only allowed to resign 
his commission and leave the army as an 
honorable officer, but at this moment ia 
still a magistrate of two counties. 
Labouchere went on and said that Salis­ 
bury and otbers had criminallv conspired 
to defeat tbe ends of justice, and therefore 
he asked the committee to inquire into the 
allegations. 
Webster. Attorney-General, said he be­ 
lieved the House would agree with him 
that there was not a shadow of foundation 
in these disgraceful charges. It was ab­ 
surd to suppose that Salisbury or the 
Treasury officials could have an interest to 
retard the prosecution of this case. In 
conclusion he said he himself had direct 
authority to contradict tbe allegation that 
Salisbury bad spoken to'anyone regarding 
the issue of the warrant. 
Labouchere said that he could not sc- 
cept Webster's assurance uor did be b e lie v e 
Salisbury, whose denials were obviously 
U D tru e. 
The Chairman requested Labouchere to 
withdraw the words calling into question 
the veraciiy of the Premier. 
Labouchere declined, and the Speaker 
named him for suspension. 
Upon a division, ihe 
suspension was 
carried by a vote of 177 to 96. 
Smith demanded that the House express 
its opinion on Labouchere's motion, not­ 
withstanding its withdrawal, and it should 
say that the motion was improper and the 
charges false. 
The vote against Labouchere’s motion 
was 163 to 80. 
J. P. O'Connor, continuing t h e debate, 
said he knew the name of Labouchere’s 
informant, and which Labouchere 
h a d 
offered to give Websrer, aud it was one t h a t 
carried conviction with it as to the cor­ 
rectness of the statements that had been 
made. 
Smith asked O’Connor !o give the name, 
in the interests of justice. 
O’Connor declined, upon tbe ground that 
the name had been imparted to him in 
confidence. 
Other members haying demanded the 
committee inquiry. Smith, on behalf of 
the Government, declined to allow persons 
against whom there was no evidence to be 
pilloried and gibbeted, and perhaps ruined 
for life. He claimed the judgment of the 
House on Webster’s answer.

CROSSING £EE ANDES. 


fo u r Days “On the Deck ot a Mule'*— 
Traveling in the United States 
of Colombia. 


Special Correspondence oi the Recobd-Unios.] 
B ogota (Colombia), J anuarv, 1890. 
The city of Honda, though nearly 800 
miles above the mouth of the Magdalena, 
and the present terminus of the steamboat 
routes, is by no means at the “head” of 
that river’s navigable waters. The grow­ 
ing town, which has acquired consequence 
only on account of the river trade, is beau­ 
tifully situated, surrounded by rugged 
mountains, and at the junction of two great 
streams, for here the Rio Gauli comes 
rushing down to join the Magdalena on its 
long journey to the sea. 
Otherwise there is nothing about Honda 
to distinguish it from a hundred other cit­ 
ies of Spanish-America. It has the usual 
tall-towered church, rows of white-washed 
«asas roofed with red tiles, and suburban 
cottages thatched with straw, all shaded by 
cocoa trees and groups of graceful palms. 
There are a very few old buildings of early 
Spanish origin, whose enormously thick 
wails were built witli especial view to 
withstanding the earthquakes that are fre­ 
quent in this locality ; but in spite of their 
solidity, most of the old house were long 
ago shaken into ruins. To my mind, the 
mo ;t interesting thing about the place is 
the remains of an antique bridge, built by 
the conquerors in the year 1601. Its 
quaint arches are yet entire, and the stone 
walls show niches, now dismantled, where 
saints and crosses used to stand commend­ 
ing the worship of all wayfarers, telling 
mutely how those stern crusaders built for 
all time, and never forgot the outward to­ 
kens of religion in the midst of their greed 
for sold. 
Before bidding adios to the Magdalena, 
that fluvial highway which is to Colombia 
what the Nile is to Egypt, I have collected 
some facts concerning its upper valley. 
The river is still navigable for small ves­ 
sels many miles above Honda, through 
nearly all 
TIIE RICH STATE OF TOLIMA, 
Which, being level with the stream, is one 
of the best agricultural sections of the re 
public. Until within the last few years 
Tolima supplied the greater portion of 
Colombia’s export agricultural trade. 
Lately, however, the two Atlantic States 
have been more extensively cultivated, 
and these, being so conveniently situated 
for foreign trade, besides possessing re­ 
markable fertility of soil, and the further 
advantage of beiog intersected by several 
considerable streams, have suddenly begun 
to yield at least two-thirds of the entire 
export produce. The Cauca river, which 
runs through this region, is itself naviga­ 
ble for light-draught steamers as far as 
Cali, a place about seventy-five miles 
northeast of Buenaventura, the Pacific sea­ 
port. 
THE CAUCA VALLEY. 
Is best described as a level upland, 5,300 
feet above the sea, a series of uncultivated 
meadow lands overgrown with tall, rank 
grasses. Though especially adapted to 
cattle-raising, the land produces cotton, 
coffee, corn, cocoa, rice, tobacco, sugar­ 
cane, potatoes and most fruits of the tropic 
and temperate zones, the banana, espec­ 
ially, growing wild in the greatest abun­ 
dance. The population of this valley is 
reckoned at about 435,000, and its average 
temperature is 77 degrees Fahr. Another 
magnificent river is the Atrato, whose val­ 
ley presents a similar aspect to that of the 
upper Magdalena. 
Bogota de Santa Fe, the capital of Co­ 
lombia, is only seventy miles from Honda; 
but the journev thereto being straight over 
the main cordillera of the Andes, is very 
tedious and difficult, and can only be ac­ 
complished on horse or mule back. From 
time to time daring the last quarter of a 
century, American companies have at­ 
tempted the construction of a railroad be­ 
tween these two points. About thirty 
miles of track have actually been laid; but 
those in charge of the work have again and 
again been compelled to abandon it, be­ 
cause of frequent revolutions and the im­ 
possibility of securing laborers. The na­ 
tives will not work, and the company can 
not afford to pay wages enough to induce 
immigration. But notwithstanding all 
these disadvantages, the enterprise has not 
been abandoned, and having received 
SUBSTANTIAL ESCOUF.AGEMEXT 
From the Colombian Government in the 
shape of land grants, and a “concession,” 
it will doubtless be finished sometime. 
Meanwhile, on its own aco .at, the Gov­ 
ernment has projected a railway from Bo­ 
gota to Honda ; and has also given a lib­ 
eral concession for the construction of an­ 
other line leading into the Cauca valley, 
where are supposed to exi=t the richest 
gold mines in all the world, the same from 
whence came khose hundreds of millions 
that were sent to Spain in the days of the 
Viceroys. 
A stage line has recently been estab­ 
lished between Honda and Agriabarga, 
thus shortening the saddle-journey by 30 
mile; but it is a mooted questipn, which is 
hardest, to be rattled across the mountains 
shut dtp in a springless coach like dice in a 
box; or to go sailing over them on the 
deck of a mule. In either case the trip 
necessitates fout of the longest and hard­ 
est days that are likely to fall to the lot of 
an ordinary human being in the course of 
his life. 
Because of the certainty of obtaining 
good mules for the through trip at Honda, 
and the uncertainty of all things at Agria­ 
barga, we decided (whether wisely or not 
remains to be seen) to go the entire dis­ 
tance in the saddle. The ladies of our 
party secured riding habits of dust-colored 
alpaca, buck-skin gloves reaching nearly to 
the elbow, and wide-brimmed hats of 
Panama grass, tied tightly under the chin 
a la “poke.” 
Right here permit me to 
whisper a secret 
TO LADIES ONLY. 
When making saddle journeys in any of 
these mountain regions, it is well to be 
guided in the matter of dress by the advice 
of the natives, who, traveling always in 
this fashion, certainly ought to know what 
they are talking about. 
A lady, “to the 
manner born,” never burdens herself with 
too much riding skirt, but makes it scant 
as possible, and only about four inches 
longer than an ordinary walking dress, 
and never, by any possibility, does the 
direst accident expose an inch of hose or a 
glimpse of the under garments which are 
unmentionable to ears polite, for she dons 
a pair of very wide, full trousers, of the 
same material as her habit, gathered 
Turkish lashion, close around the tow of 
her shoes. However the winds may blow 
when horse and rider are in fall sail over 
breezy hights, breeches and all pass for rid­ 
ing skirt, and none can tell where one be­ 
gins and the other ends, even should a 
catastrophe tumble her upside down. 
Clattering out of still sleeping Honda 
about three o’clock one balmy morning 
(for the seasons are reversed down here, 
vou know, and mid-summer comes in Jan- 
uarv), our road wound for some distance 
under a complete arch of papaws, mangoes 
and fig trees, whose interlacing branches 
obscured the sky, and rendei yet darker the 
silent hour between night and dawn, that 
gruesome hour in which ail the forces of 
lile and nature are at their lowest ebb, and 
in which, it is said, souls go out of the 
body into the vast unknown more readily 
than at any other time. Not even a dog 
was stirring to bark us out of town, and 


the mules huddled closer together with an j 
instinctive need of companionship. In the 1 
uncertain light w.e could not discern one | 
another’s faces, and our figures looked • 
ghostly and unreal, as might a procession 
of disembodied spooks on some uncanny 
expedition. Noraid thedoctor’s muttered 
recitation elevate our spirits: 
"Somewhere in desolate, wind swept space, 
Id Twilight land, in No Man's land. 
Two shivering shapes meet face to face, 
And bid each other stand. 
‘And who are youT asks one agape, 
Shuddering in the gloa-ring light, 
‘1 know not,' said the second shape, 
•I only died last night!’ ” 
But when the stars were lo6t in the sea 
of crimson and gold that presages the ris­ 
ing of the tropic sun, Dame Nature sud­ 
denly shook off her comatose condition, 
the dowers lifted their dewv heads, birds 
began to twitter, smoke to curl from house­ 
tops, and the hum of human activity was 
heard. Presently the road became alive 
with Indians trudging to market under 
heavy loads, bare-footed women in short 
calico skirts and wide straw hats, sitting 
astride of mules, each beast generally car­ 
rying two persons; and donkeys and black 
and white bullocks, so heavily laden as to 
be literally 
COVERED FROM STEM TO STERN 
AVith piles of chineona bark, bags of gold 
or silver ore from the mines, or loads of 
merchandise of various sorts. The princi­ 
pal towns of Colombia, scattered along the 
fertile valleys lying between the spurs of 
the Andes, are distant from the Magda­ 
lena from 60 to 100 miles; and to them all 
goods must be forwarded over the rugged 
mountain pathways. Merchandise is dis­ 
tributed into bales of 125 pounds each, 
allowing two bales or 250 pounds to a don- 
key-load. Parcels exceeding this weight 
must be opened and repacked, or they will 
not be carried at all. The majority of in­ 
terior cargadores are women and their 
charge for each load is from 24 to 30 realms 
(a Colombian real being about 10 cents in 
American money) or between §3 and §4. 
Their system of transit appiies only to ar­ 
ticles oí comparatively light weight, mak­ 
ing it utterly impossible to forward across 
the country to those places where they are 
most needed such heavy objects as agri­ 
cultural implements, mining machinery, 
fire engines, wagons, or indeed anything 
else weighing more than half a ton. 
Yet we are told that in Bogota every 
well-to-do family has its piano, which had 
to be brought piecemeal over the Sierras 
at the cost of a thousand dollars per piano 
for its transportation alone! They have 
street-cars, too, in Colombo's capital, 
which were also toted in sections over the 
mountains, as were the rails and ties, on 
the backs of mules and human beasts of 
burden. 
Soon the road grew rough and stony, 
like the bed of a rocky river, winding 
over hills which in some places ascend 
almost perpendicularly and in others offer 
so narrow a pathway that onr little beasts, 
ambling one behind another, can hardly 
find a footing. 
HEAVEN BLESS THE DONKEY 
Say I ! AYhatever his faults, he is sure­ 
footed aud faithful, and has borne many a 
traveler in safety over perilous paths 
where a horse would refuse to go. 
About 1 p. m . we reached Consuelo, and 
stopped at a narrow-thatched posada, or 
iun, for breakfast, which, though very 
poor, was acceptable, you may be sure, as 
we had eaten nothing since the hasty 
desajuno of bread and coffee before day­ 
light. 
Two hours siesta, and a good rubbing 
down with alcohol and hot water, the best 
remedy, by the way, for the lameness of 
joint and soreness of muscle that afflicts 
the amateur equestrienne, and by 3 o’clock 
everybody cheerfully responded to the call 
of “boots and saddles,” not wishing to re­ 
main over night in desolate Consuelo. 
However, there is not much choice in pos­ 
adas on the road to Bogota, one being 
about as bad as another. 
As we ascended, ever higher and higher, 
the air grew cooler and cooler, and at 4,000 
feet above Honda the temperature was de­ 
lightful. AYinding around the steep sides 
of the sierras, we caught glimpses of a 
most wonderful panorama in the Magda­ 
lena valley, which, far below, looked like 
a gigantic chess-board, squared off by 
hedge-rows inclosing cultivated fields, the 
pale yellowish-green of sugar-cane patches 
interspersed with the dark, glossy foliage 
of cotlée-groves, and palm-thatched huts 
for pawns, all environed by distant hights 
whose tops were lost in the clouds. Long 
before we reached 


The moon was up, though the miles are 
not many between these wayside hiding- 
places, because the dullest donkey in the 
cavalcade had learned that we were not 
Mazzepas, and therefore he need not hurry 
himself. Down into a green valley, over 
an antique bridge built three centuries ago 
and now crumbling to its fall, past a pretty 
white casa in the midst 4 a coffee grove; 
and at last the posada was readied where 
a smoking dinner awaited and the night 
was to be passed. Guaduas is said to be 
one of the most comfortable places on the 
road, though its high-priced posada would 
bear no comparison to the poorest hotel in 
the United States. F. and I enjoyed the 
luxury of a clean and airy room, and 
thongh its floor was paved with damp 
bricks, the walls covered with old news­ 
papers, the window entirely without glass 
and the door-fastening a pole set up against 
it, we slept the sleep of the just, each in 
her little white-canopied cot. In these 
Southern countries the beds are all “sin­ 
gle,” two persons never sleeping together, 
though several of the narrow cots may be 
put into the same apartment. 
Thanks to another thorough rubbing 
with hot alcohol, we were in tolerable 
order to start next morning by the first 
peep of dawn, while the early mists mer­ 
cifully obscured from view the heights we 
were yet to climb. Always upward and 
upward, like that foolish youth who bore 
a banner with the strange device “Excel­ 
sior!” and came to grief, as he richly de­ 
served ; till before mid-day we had as­ 
cended something over 3,000 feet. The 
highest point hereabouts is known as 
ALTO DEL RAIZAL, 
Marked by a little white house set against 
a gigantic heap of red-gray sandstone. 
The view from this place was even more 
glorious than that of the day before, over­ 
looking a wider prospect, being so much 
higher, including a circle of mountain 
summits, whose rosy peaks, one behind 
the other, peered out of an ocean of cloud. 
Descending thence to Las Tibayes was the 
most difficult task we have yet encountered, 
over a road strewn with loose bowlders, so 
steep and slippery that we momentarily 
expected to be pitched over the heads of 
our mules, down among the precipices. At 
the apology for an inn at Las Tibayes we 
partook of a poorer apology for luncheon, 
only redeemed from utter failure by some 
ripe, sweet figs, which, in the desperation 
born of hunger, we went out aud stole be­ 
fore the eyes of the proprietor. 
“Must I be carried to the skies on flow­ 
ery beds of ease ?” remarked poor F., as we 
again climbed into onr saddles. Certainly 
not to-day, at least, for the rest of the way 
was a rapid down hill, a regular toboggan 
slide, 4,000 feet long, into the green and 
lovely valley of A'illeta. To this day I am 
not able to decide Which is most to be 
dreaded, going up the face of a hill, flv- 
fashion, in momentary peril of slipping 
over the donkey’s tail, or going downward, 
at an angle of fifty degrees, with every 
muscle braced to prevent sliding over his 
ears. Since no beast could possibly go 
astray on a trail so narrow that we 
j bumped the wail of rock on one side and 
stones loosened by his feet on the brink of 
| the other, dropped without a sound into an 
j abyss so deep that tall trees growing at the 
I bottom looked like mere twigs, 1 aban­ 
doned all responsibility, closed my eyes to 
the fearful view, and clung for dear life to 
the pommel. 
AT V1LLETA, 
AATtere the second night was passed, we 


were fain to lay our weary bones to rest at 
the first hour of gloaming, but not to 
slumber, for rats, cockroaches, beetles, fleas 
and goodness knows what other vermin, 
galloped about the prison-like place in a 
way that, like Macbeth’s conscience, “doth 
murder sleep.” Though feeling painfully 
the effect of our daily shaking up, and 
already constrained to say our prayers in 
a standing attitude, we were not averse 
to leaving A’illeta long before sunrise, hav­ 
ing partaken of the inevitable sour bread 
and muddy coffee by the glimmer of a tal­ 
low dip. Bain had fallen steadily during 
the night, leaving every thing clean, cool 
and dripping; but alas! it had also 
washed away, for the third time this sea­ 
son, the only bridge across the Rio Negro, 
leaving us no alternative bat to ford the 
brawling stream. Luckily the river was 
not high, though - running rapidly, and, 
barring a slight wetting, all crossed in 
safety. 
The ground rises steadily from the 
river’s brink, ever higher and higher; at 
one place, called “El Salitre,” leading up 
some steps like a flight of stairs cut in the 
face of the mountain, wiiich our animals 
unwillingly climbed. As if to recompense 
the traveler for that trial, the way wound 
next under some overhanging rocks cov­ 
ered with ferns, mosses, pink begonias and 
orchids, overtopped with long-armed oaks 
and drooping palms. 
But, like every 
other earthly paradise, 
THE TRAIL OF THE SERPENT 
AA’as in it, and the guides forbade us, at the 
peril of our lives, to touch a leaf or a 
flower. 
Then comes Chimbi, a village prettily 
situated on the spur of the eastern cor­ 
dillera of the Andes, up which we were 
slowly creeping. All this section is de­ 
voted to the raising and exportation of a 
superior grade of coffee. 
At last, thank heaven! Alto del Roble 
was reached, ona of the highest accessible 
points in the Andean chain, some 12,000 
feet above sea-level, which, the guides sol­ 
emnly assured us, was “the very end of up 
hill.” 
A cart-road from Bogota comes 
out nearly to the Alto: and, though horri­ 
bly bad, with deep gullies washed out by 
floods that pour down the mountain sides, 
we were rejoiced to exchange the wild 
paths of “the land of the sky” for an un- 
picturesque, barley-bordered pathway. 
At a hacienda, named Mazonoes, “the 
Apples,” we halted for the night. Here 
the orange and the banana give place to 
the pine aud the aloe; and, notwithstand­ 
ing good beds and warm rugs, we suffered 
much from cold, the change being very 
freat from the heated lowlands of the Mag- 
alena. And, it may as well be confessed, 
right here we surrendered, ingloriously 
and unconditionally. 
Having learned 
that by telegraphing to Bogota a coach 
would come out from that city and convey 
us thitherward, we were glad to pay for 
the twenty-five miles or more which our 
guides and mules were not to go, and lie 
in bed nursing our bruises during the fol­ 
lowing twenty-four hours. 
It was by no means a brilliant party 
that was finally packed into the clumsy 
vehicle yclept a diligencia, and was bumped 
over the bowlders, big and little (every 
jolt being martyrdom), that strew the road 
to Colombia’s Capital. Long before our 
destination was reached its nearness was 
attested by the crowd of market-wagous 
going and returning, men and women 
trudging along on foot or on muleback, and 
beasts of burden totally in eclipse under 
enormous loads of alfalfa or other mer­ 
chandise. 
Just at sunset we passed the swampy 
flats that environ Santa Fe de Bogota, 
black with wild ducks this time of year ; 
when, by a sharp turn in the road, we sud­ 
denly beheld the cathedral towers, house­ 
tops and tall eucalyptus trees of the old 
city, all gilded in the evening light. The 
vesper bells were ringing as we clattered 
into town: but the two overshadowing 
hills, whose summits are crowned by 
churches, each a kind of Calvary, up 
which penitentes go on their knees during 
holy week, looked gloomy and foreboding, 
with black clouds hanging above them, as 
if bearing a frown for the weary wander­ 
ers, instead of a welcome.

A Plan Suggested W hich W ill Merit 
Careful Consideration by 
the Authorities. 


The following communication will be 
found worthy of careful and thoughtful 
consideration: 
E ds. R ecord U n io n: The decennial cen­ 
sus taken by the United States Government 
is, in many respects, unsatisfactory. Per­ 
haps it is more unsatisfactory now than 
ever before; because statistics play a more 
important part in shaping the policy of the 
nation, and because there are a greater 
number of avenues in which they may be 
made useful, and a wider appreciation of 
their usefulness. 
The conclusions of the census are too 
long postponed. The results themselves 
are not absolutely correct, even for the time 
when the enumeration is taken : and for 
the time when they are made public they 
have little relation to truth. In fact, need 
of statistics is contemporaneous with the 
time when they are taken, and their value 
is nearly destroyed, or at least seriously 
impaired before the results become avail­ 
able for use. 
The cause is not bard to find. The cen­ 
sus branch of the Government is recreated 
each decade, and perhaps on lines entirely 
different from the next preceding census. 
This branch of the civil service, which has 
the greatest need of trained ability and 
accuracy, is, more than any other business 
of the Government, necessarily dependent 
upon inexperience. The periods of census- 
taking are so far separated that the lessons 
gained in one period are mainly lost before 
another period arrives. In no other branch 
of the civil government are so many offi­ 
cials called upon to do such an amount of 
work simultaneously as in the census. Y’et 
the great bulk of these officials are. from 
the nature of the case, inexperienced and 
have littie knowledge of the importance of 
the results aud little interest in the accu- 
racv of the enumeration. 
The difficulties that the inexperience and 
incompetency of the enumerators do not 
furnish are supplied by the indifference 
and obstinacy of the people. They look 
upon the census taker much as they do 
upon a comet. His orbit is so erratic that 
he becomes a novelty at every return. The 
people are quite apt to resent the in­ 
quisitiveness of the enumerator, or per­ 
haps hide the truth in fear, or give careless 
answers from indifference, or be unable to 
answer at all, through ignorance. The in­ 
frequency of the enumeration encourages 
hasty and inaccurate statements. It pre­ 
cludes intelligent answers, and prevents 
any schooling designed to promote truth­ 
ful and accurate reports. 
But wbat remedy can be offered? How 
can the Government overcome all these 
obstacles? How attain the maximum of 
accuracy in the minimum of time? 
Through what agency may statistics be 
frequently gathered at a little increased 
cost? Is there no method of keeping a 
constant record of each individual, each 
community, each State? There is but one 
agency that extends through all the States 
with sufficient uniformity to furnish any 
groundwork for a plan. This agency is the 
common schools of the country. I have 
anxiously watched through several sue 
cessive Congresses the progress made by 
the Blair educational bill, hoping that the 
passage of that measure might aid in the 
solution of the problem, It is quite possi­ 
ble. however, that my plan may be as 
much a belp to the bill as the bill is in­ 
dispensable to the plan. The plan of a 
constant census force, furnisning an an­ 
nual report, that suggested itself to me in 
connection with the Blair education bill is 
as follows: 
Tbe common school system is an indis­ 
soluble part of the American idea of suc­ 
cessful government. The people are 
wedded to the principle of free common 
schools, and there is little doubt that the 
evstem will exist in its present or added 
efficiency as long as the Government en­ 
dures. Every State and Territory has a 
common school system. These systems 
differ but little in their general character­ 
istics. The only difference is in details. 
In each State there is a division of terri­ 
tory into districts, each of which is pro­ 
vided with a teacher usually competqpt, 
who, previous to entering opón his duties, 
must submit to an examination more or 
less rigid to test his qualifications. 
Now, the school district is the smallest 
political division known in this country. 
A county may be divided into many town­ 
ships and voting precincts, bat the division 
into school districts is still smaller. In 
each district a legally qualified teacher is 
employed for a certain period each year. 
The teacher, in th£ coarse of the term, us­ 
ually becomes acquainted with everyone in 
the district, and should be acquainted with 
all that transpires in that district. The 
limited area of most districts will allow of 
his becoming familiar with all that pertains 
to the district with very little trouble. He 
is in a position not only to obtain all the 
information pertaining to population, in­ 
dustry, acreage, etc., but to verify this in­ 
formation by actual inspection, and. if 
need be. can go into the minutest details. 
The teachers in most, if not all, the States 
are required at the close of each term or 
year to furnish the proper authorities with 
a report embodying much information that 
is also collected by the census-taker. He 
is qualified and is expected to make a full 
iqt 
and accurate report on all matters enumer­ 
ated in the school law or regulations. 
These reports are the basis of the valuable 
school statistics which are published each 
year, and on which the country has learned 
to rely so implicitly. 
Why may not these teachers be required 
to extend their inquiries, their records and 
their reports a little further, and retnrn all 
the facts which the Government has here­ 
tofore created a special corps of enumer­ 
ators to obtain? In a country which is 
governed by uniform or kindred laws, why 
should we have two sets of officials collect­ 
ing the same kind of information, one for 
local authorities, the other for national? 
Whv should not the collection of these 
facts be intrusted to agents already created 
by local authority, who are distributed 
over the ground ready for the service, who 
have had to prove their competency by a 
non-partisan test, and who have ample 
time and convenience to do the work in 
connection with their usual employment? 
In fact, the work of gathering statistics 
may be easily made a part of a teacher's 
duty, and that, too, with very little addi­ 
tional cost, if tbe State will concert with 
the General Government in the design. 
But what relation has this plan to the 
Blair educational bill? Simply this: That 
onr system of common schools, though 
nearly universal, is not a national sysietn. 
The Federal Government has no control 
over the schools of the States, and we pra 
sume would not undertake to coerce the 
State to furnish information through the 
State's officials. But the Blair bill proposes 
to extend national aid to the schools of the 
State in proportion to the State's illiteracy. 
The bill is objected to by many because 
it might tend tc create a national system of 
education, and by others because it being a 
gratuity from the National Government, 
might foster a feeling of dependency by 
the State on the National Government 
which would deter the former from mak­ 
ing suitable exertien for the education of 
her own children. 
But may not the General Government 
appropriately grant aid to the schools of 
the separate States, and require certain in­ 
formation from the State íd return? In­ 
stead of "paying a premium for illiteracy,” 
as some put it, why not put it in th* shape 
apt 
of a reward for exertion? The State has the 
necessary machinery ready organized and 
distributed for work. The Federa! Govern­ 
ment has the surplus of fuDds. The State 
allows the Federal authorities to use its 
organized force of teachers to collect cer­ 
tain information for which the National 
Government pays the State a fix'd annual 
sum. The State will accept and be the 
gainer, because she can require the infor­ 
mation from her teachers at very little 
extra cost, while she will be gaining a large 
annual addition to her school fund. 
Then why not establish a National De­ 
partment of Education and Statistics with 
trained officials constantly employed in 
formulating reports from the agencies 
which may be established through the 
State school svstems ? Of course it cannot 
be expected that the scheme would work 


generally at the start. There would be 
much friction aud many objections, and it 
might take years to get it to operate in its 
entirety. Bat no State would long hesitate 
if it was deprived of the aid from the Na­ 
tional Government,and the teachers would 
soon qnalify themselves in this particular 
branch, so that every enumerator would 
be in a measure an expert. Examinations, 
records and school years would be modi­ 
fied, enlarged or changed to conform to 
the general plan, and after a few annual 
returns only partially successful, the sys­ 
tem of an annual census, complete and ac­ 
curate, would begin to assume shape as a 
harmonious whole. It is probable that 
cities where many female teachers are 
employed 
would 
offer 
at 
first 
considerable 
difficulty, 
but 
even 
that wonld, in time, be mainly 
overcome by keeping a system of records 
and registrations. And then the special 
supplementary work in certain lines of in­ 
dustry wonld have to be carried on by the 
Federal Government, through experts, as 
now. But even the necessity of that would 
lessen year by year. 
Let me now elucidate some of the ad­ 
vantages to be gained from a system of an­ 
nual censuses gathered by the teachers, and 
returned through the educational authority 
of the State. 
1. It would unify the different school 
systems of the country, without daDger of 
centralizing them uDder one administra­ 
tion. Methods and systems would be un­ 
consciously drawn closer together, and 
would derive mutual strength from the 
contact. 
2 Statistics themselves would become a 
force in education, and lead to a closer 
study of civil government and political 
economy, thus indirectly elevating the 
standard of citizenship. 
3 A large branch ot the civil eervice 
would be taken out of politics, and the 
dangers of the spoils system lessened to 
that extent. 
4. It would provide the public Eervice 
with an efficient army of non-partisan of­ 
ficials. wuose integrity and ability are 
guaranteed by special certificates. 
5. It would furnish the means of not 
only securing annual reports, but of keep­ 
ing constant records available at any time. 
Each teacher would keep a sort of intelli­ 
gence bureau for the district, taking note 
of ali changes, not only of population, bat 
of establishments, of vital statistics, of 
migrations, of acreage, productions, etc. 
6. Tbe people would soon become fami­ 
liar with the kind of intelligence required, 
and would realize the importance of accu­ 
rate returns and learn to answer more 
freely and fully. 
These suggestions will undoubtedly be 
met with the objection that tney are 
imprac icable, but I am constrained to 
think that they would be found entirely 
practical if tried. Even under what little 
latitude tbe present census law allows, it 
might be demonstra'ed whether or not tbe 
plan is feasible, so far as the mechanical 
execution of it is concerned. 
Take, for instance, a State like California, 
whose school year ends on the 30th of 
June, which requires annual reports about 
the time the census is to be taken. Let 
the Supervisor of Census select one or 
more counties that have a continuous sum­ 
mer term of school, and appoint the 
teacher in each district the enumerator of 
that district. In one or two days’ work the 
report will be completed and forwarded to 
the Supervisor. \\ hat objection is there to 
trying the experiment? Some teachers 
would, undoubtedly, refnse to act; but 
many would be glad of the opportunity. 
Enough would serve to show with what 
expedition and accuracy the reports could 
be made, and be of value to future trials. 
Except for the purpose of apportioning 
Representatives to the several States, the 
object of the census is purely educational. 
The facts gathered and compiled are pub­ 
lished for the benefit of the people aDd 
thejr Government. Such publication en­ 
ables them to shape tbe policy of the Gov­ 
ernment for the best interests of the ma­ 
jority. It also enables the representative 
citizen to acquaint himself with what may 
be to his advantage. Is not the object of 
all education the same? 
How senseless does it appear, then, to see 
the Rational authority putting forth great 
efforts at great expense to ascertain facts 
many of which the local Government is 
gathering at the same time by means of 
another "set of officers. And both are 
working for the same object, viz: The edu 
cation of the people and more intelligent 
government. Perhaps under no other sys­ 
tem of government would such an anoma­ 
lous condition be possible— t. e., of the Cen 
tral Government being prevented by 
sentiment prejudice or disconnection 
from availing itself of the services 
of local officers. The teachers are 
more widely and evenly distributed 
than the members of any other class or 
profession. They are ’ better fitted by 
training for this kind of work than 
any other class of people. The nature of 
their work gives them better opportunities 
and more leisure to perform these duties 
than any other class. 
I cannot attempt in this article to even 
approximate to the probable cost of ah an­ 
nual census by this method, but can give 
some generalizations which may be ac­ 
cepted or rejected by each reader at his 
own discretion. The National Govern­ 
ment may well afford to appropriate sev 
eral millions of dollars each year in school 
bounties to those States which will, in re­ 
turn, famish the Government certain sta­ 
tistics. 
If such appropriations are made this 
winter. aDd the States of California, Michi­ 
gan and Kansas should accept the proposi­ 
tion, it is my opinion that in less than 
three years each of those States would be 
furnishing much more complete and accu­ 
rate statistics than are now gathered by the 
census, withont a dollar’s additional cost 
to the Stale. More than this, at the end of 
three years each State wonld have a more 
efficient corps of teachers and a more con­ 
scientious performance of duties.

FARM AND ORCHARD. 


POISONING COWS BY THE POLLUTION 
OF TH EIB DRINKING WATER. 


E conom y o f F eed in g C at C orn-Stalks— 
K eating L an d —C lover for 
Hoga—F a rm N otes. 


Oux attention has been called to the fact 
that where cheese factories and creameries 
are located near water courses, whey, but- 
ter-milk and slop drain into the streams, 
and the polluted water does much damage 
to milk stock that drink it. Recently we 
have heard several complaints from dairy­ 
men, who claim to have been damaged in 
this way, and one, a farmer of Herkimer 
county, N. J., has, we believe, entered suit 
against the proprietors of a cheese factory 
for damages caused, and for an abatement 
of the nuisance. W hile this evil might 
only injure the cows of but one or more 
farmers in a dairy district, the milk of all 
would he injured when the common mix­ 
ture of acid took place in the manufactur­ 
ing vat. 
And with this step taken, the 
product would be rendered unhealthy for a 
hundred or a thousand consumers. Thus 
we perceive the wide dissemination a little 
evil is capable of. A tiny stream of filth, 
trickling into a rivulet which waters a 
dairy pasture, the currents so sluggish 
that the brook does not readily purify it­ 
self, and cows thirsty from the heat of 
summer drinking at the polluted creek. 
The drainage from every factory or every 
creamery does not filter Into brooks from 
which such an evil result might ensue, 
but there are many cases where, directly 
or indirectly, a ilagrant or insidious dam­ 
age is perpetrated on both dairyman and 
consumer. The patrons of many factories 
utilize only a portion of the whey stored 
for them in the outside tub. The surplus, 
often large in amount, and generally in a 
very sour state, is run off) and of course 
gravitates into the first natural channel at 
hand. Now we say that a factory owner 
who, knowing that a pasture is near at 
hand and that this whey, accompanied by 
other offensive drainage from his building, 
will find its way into the drinking water 
where cows or other animals are kept, and 
permitting the nuisance, ought to be crim­ 
inally and financially liable for the result. 
We can not be too strong in our censure of 
such clearly criminal negligence. 
It should be kept just as dry and neat 
■about cheese factories and creameries as 
about dwelling-houses. There is no dan­ 
ger in getting the whey tub too far away 
from the building, and with one central 
drain to carry slops away you should al­ 
ways have pure, wholesome air to c-ome in 
contact with the vats of milk. 
But when you are making it wholesome 
at the manufactory, do not sicken your pat­ 
rons’ cows and poison the milk by turning 
your sewage loose on them. To give the 
uninformed reader an idea of the effects of 
factory sewage on brooks into which it finds 
access, I will cite what I saw last summer 
in the vicinity of a cheese manufactory. 
The factory stood at the head of a gully, 
down which dashed a rapid stream. The 
factory drain opened into the brook at the 
brink of the cascade. The bed of the tor­ 
rent was of a rocky, slaty formation, but 
its natural character was hidden by a 
loathsome, gray-colored slime, that affected 
the bed of the stream for twelve or fifteen 
rods from the factory. Forty rods below 
the building traces of the offensive sewage 
were plainly visible, rising as a viscid 
scum on the still pools of water. In this 
instance the brook first flowed through a 
meadow, then debouched into a larger 
stream, before it entered the limits of a 
cow pasture, three-fourths of a mile from 
the building. 
The cows were not visibly 
aflected by drinking the water in this 
pasture, which must have become purified 
before reaching them. 
But suppose the 
pasture had been located where the mea­ 
dow and the gully were ? Would not the 
effect have been just what some dairymen 
are now suing for—damage to their flocks 
and herds? The whey and waste from a 
factory will kill every representative of 
the vegetable kingdom which it comes in 
contact with. Grass and trees alike die 
where the soil about their roots has become 
impregnated with milk carrion.— Prairie 
Parmer. 
CUT C'OKN STALKS. 
There is an enormous loss of food that 
could be utilized and saved by proper pre­ 
paration. Professor Henry of Wisconsin, 
who has given this matter his attention 
and observation, states that by feeding 
corn stalks to cows, first cutting the stalks, 
a saving of 9 to 40 per cent, can be effected. 
As corn stalks are considered of but little 
value on some farms, the percentage men­ 
tioned represents a loss of food annually 
much greater than can easily he estimated, 
and it is a loss the farmer can not afford to 
bear. The silo enables the farmer to avoid 
this loss, but as the silo is not in general 
use only a portion of the farmers are ben­ 
efited by its capacity to store the corn fod­ 
der. and keep it in condition for stock. 
It is the fodder-cutter that effects the 
saving, and even with the use of the silo 
the cutter must be brought into operation. 
It is the preparation of the ensilage before 
being placed in the silo that renders it 
palatable to stock, as much as its succulent 
condition, and the farmer who has no silo 
can at least perform the necessary labor of 
cutting the corn fodder, and thereby assist­ 
ing the stock to more readily eat and digest 
it owing to its finer condition. The labor 
of cutting the fosd is - a factor in the ex­ 
pense to be considered, but where there 
are a number of cows to be fed the cutter 
should be operated with steam or horse­ 
power, so as to economize the cost. ' 
As the corn fodder is usually left ex­ 
posed to the weather, a portion of its value 
is lost. 
When, by experiment, the farmer 
finds that every portion of the stock will 
be eaten if cut and seasoned with grain, he 
will give more attention to the period of 
cutting the corn and storing it in the barn, 
instead of in the fields. The corn for 
ensilage is cut at a period when the stalk 
is rich in feeding elements, and before it 
is completely dry, which plan may be 
adopted by those who grow corn for fodder 
under the drilling or listing system. 
But 
even if corn is grown for the grain only, 
there is no reason why it should not be cut 
l>efore the leaves turn yellow, so as to have 
the stalk in the best condition, and if car­ 
ried to the barn, where the ears can be 
ulled off as easilv as in the field, the 
er will be in prime condition all win­ 
ter. 
If there is no room in the barn, 
cheap shelter should be arranged for 
protecting the 
fodder from 
exposure. 
W hen passed through the cutter, a little 
grain added by sprinkling and a small 
quantity of salt used to season the mess, 
all classes of stock will accept the food, 
and that which is usually trampled in the 
barn-yard can be utilized, thereby effect­ 
ing as aving of hay and other more valu­ 
able loads.—Philadelphia Record. 
RESTING LAND. 
The work “rest” has a great meaning in 
this busy, pushing, restless age. It does 
not mean inaction; but rather a change 
with the element of worry, anxiety and 
strain eliminated. When applied to the 
land it is not robbed entirely of this new 
meaning. The land needs rest; it needs 
time to recuperate, and get back the ele­ 
ments of strength which years of successive 
cultivation have taken from it. But the 
kind of rest which the busy man most 
needs is change of occupation; and so with 
our soils, they need a change of plant 
growth. To grow one kind of crop on the 
same soil year after year is such a heavy 
strain on it that it’ will shortly become 
barren and unproductive. Our ideas of 
rotation of crops are based upon the “rest” 


pulle

system, which we first discovered was the 
most beneficial kind of rest to the body 
and mind. When we speak of the rest to 
our land different methods are suggested 
to different minds. 
One man thinks that he rests his land, 
by sowing a crop in May, harvesting it in 
the fall, turning the sod under, and then 
sowing winter wheat. That certainly is a 
change, but it is difficult to see where the 
rest comes in, or how the first crop can en­ 
rich the land for winter wheat. 
If some 
crop bad been sown and not harvested, but 
turned under, the land would be better for 
it. Or again, if the land has been plowed 
in the spring and harrowed and cultivated 
to keep down the weeds, and then pre­ 
pared for winter wheat, this crop would 
have had a good chance to grow. 
The 
land would have been enriched by the ac­ 
tion of sun and moisture, which would give it 
desired change. Summer-fallowing, as this 
process is called, should be practiced 
oftener, and then better crops would be ob­ 
tained, and our soils would not continue to 
deteriorate. Give land a rest occasionally, 
but do not be misled by the idea that sim­ 
ply a change of plants will bring about 
the desired result. Rest the land in win­ 
ter, too. Plow it in the fail, harrow it, 
and let the air, rain and snows work upon 
the mellow soil. This will rest it, and at 
the same time enrich it. 


CLOVER FOR HOGS. 
A Vernon (la.) correspondent of the 
Rural Sew Yorker writes: 
“I cannot quite 
agree with Dr. Henry Stewart when he 
says that clover is indispensable as an 
early spring feed for pigs. If one can 
change his pasture from one field to an­ 
other every few years, then clover is best; 
but if one, like myself, must have a per­ 
manent pasture, then blue grass is the 
best. My hog pasture is mostly blue grass 
with some white clover and timothy. Pigs 
are fond of all these if they are fed short. 
My pigs this year were farrowed in April 
and sold about Christmas time. 
The 
average weight was 347 pounds each. This 
will show how well pigs will thrive on 
such a pasture. Of course, no one will 
suppose that such heavy weights are ob­ 
tained on grass alone. A little corn all the 
time and some milk greatly assist the pigs 
to make double-quick time. 
During the 
mouths when they are grazing and racing 
up and down a large pasture, a half-feed of 
corn does not make them sick; neither does 
it make them unhealthy. I cannot vouch 
for the best treatment for pigs in the south­ 
ern climate for which Dr. Stewart wrote ; 
but why will not colored Virginia pigs 
thrive on part ear-corn 
as well as 
colored 
Virginia 
boys 
do 
on 
hoe- 
cakes ? 
And 
why 
cannot 
Virginia 
produce 
good 
corn 
cheaply ? 
I 
should try hard to find some concentrated 
cheap feed to use in part for pigs in clover. 
I am pleased to learn that Henry Stewart 
agrees with me as regards the use of sweet 
corn.” 
SAP OF DORMANT TREES. 
The papers all over the State are copy­ 
ing an article on “Pruning,” in which it is 
soberly stated that the sap of the trees 
has been forced “down into the roots.” 
It 
is ceitainly time that this mistaken idea 
should be rectified. 
For many years the 
horticultural journals of the country have 
shown the fallacy of the supposition, but it 
seems to be one of those old notions which 
it is impossible to dissipate. 
If the sap of 
trees was driven down into the roots, there 
wouid have to be large tanks or reservoirs 
to contain it. 
If you will cut the roots of 
a tree when it is in a dormant state, it 
will be found that there is no more sap in 
them than can be found at any other 
season of the year, and in fact, often not 
as much. 
When the tree becomes dor­ 
mant, 
the 
sap 
undergoes 
chemical 
changes, 
which 
appears 
to 
the 
superficial observer as if it had been 
driven down in a spirited way in some 
mysterious fashion. It is certainly time 
the California papers should learu at least 
a few of the rudimentary principles of 
plant life.— California Fruit Grower. 
FARM NOTES. 
A head of cabbage placed in the poultry 
yard will be eagerly eaten by the hens at 
this season. 
A few apples added to the food and 
cooked with it will render the whole more 
acceptable to the stock. 
Incubators “that a child can run” are 
too handy to have in the house. 
Such 
easy machines are merely built to run and 
not to hatch. 
. 
The question of fostering and encourag­ 
ing the fast-walking horses, so as to gradu­ 
ally produce a breed of that class, is 
being agitated. 
Although the weather may not be cold, 
the water is too cold for stock, and milk 
cows should be supplied with water through 
the whole season. 
Soapsuds should be added to the man­ 
ure heap. Never waste such. Later in 
the season suds may be applied to aspara­ 
gus and celery with advantage. 
The asparagus bed is the place to apply 
plenty of manure now, which should be 
forked in. After so doing give the bed a 
liberal application of wood ashes. 
The average duration of the cow’s serv­ 
ice as a milker is estimated at eight years 
among the well-managed dairies, but indi­ 
vidual cows often milk well until aged. 
The Le Conte pear is an attractive mar­ 
ket variety, is hardy, bears well and prob­ 
ably is profitable with some, but its qual­ 
ity is low compared with other varieties. 
A Vermont fruit-grower suggests that as 
wire netting is not costly it might pay to 
cover with such wire cherry trees and other 
fruit, trees that have their fruit eaten by 
birds. 
The garden is neglected on the farm, 
and many farmers do not cultivate a plot 
for a garden. 
The luxuries of farming can 
only be obtained by those farmers who grow 
vegetables and fruits as well as staple crops 
of grain and grass. 
In the catalogue of the American Pomo- 
logical Society votes from the different 
States were given as follows for various 
popular apples : Forty votes for red Astra- 
chan, thirty-eight for early harvest and 
thirty-three for maiden’s blush. 
One of the best locations for a garden is 
to turn under a clover and a sod; now ap­ 
ply thirty bushels of air-slacked lime per 
acre (or proportionately), and then cross­ 
plow the land in the spring. The ground 
must be well harrowed and made fine be­ 
fore planting the seed, however. 
George W. Kirker, who lives nine miles 
southwest of Delano and two miles east of 
Poso, has a cow that takes the bakery for 
milk and butter, and shows just how profit­ 
able the dairy business is in this section. 
Mr. Kirker has kept a close account with 
her cowship for a year past, giving her 
credit for all the milk, and keeping ac­ 
count of all butter sold. The sales of the 
year amount to $115, which is proof 
enough of the profits. The cow is a full- 
blooded Jersev.

Very differently did Christine Nilssoni 
the famons songstress, behave on a similar 
occasion. 
A great company of people re­ 
paired to the depot in this city to greet 
her as she passed through. 
Being re­ 
quested to appear, she not only did so, hut 
responding to a polite request to- sing 
‘'Home, Sweet Home,” she stood upon the 
platform of her car aDd sang the song with 
all the feeling and spirit of which she was 
capable, and it is safe to say that on no 
other occasion had she a more appreciative 
aiidienee, or one that bore away such 
tender and loving memories of her. 
But no one has ever expected from Patti 
any consideration for the world at large. 
The measure of her complacence is bounded 
by the circumference. of the almighty 
dollar. 
So far as shearing her profits in 
opera or concert Patti would have gained 
in the esteem of the public by complying 
with the request of Edison’s agents and 
by bowing her acknowledgments ¡to the 
people who met her at the depot, and in 
this country the regard of the public is 
reflected in the door receipts, as managers 
well know, by augmented contributions. 


INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


A couple of Edison's agents for the pho­ 
nograph, it is said, have succeeded in 
securing upon that instrument two songs 
sung by Patti Saturday last in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
She has refused curtly at all points 
^recently to sing into the instrument, the 


idea of liéí ?T?WM notes being repro­ 
duced at 187® than $'1* a hearing per capita 
shocking her sensitive nerves—and then 


? atii Is so poor, she so frequently sutlers 
for the very necessaries of life because of 
the poverty of her purse, that, indeed, the 
songstress is not to be blamed for keeping 
her voice at top notch retail prices, away 
up to the standard of a close trust. However, 
we have a San Francisco paper as author­ 
ity that Edison’s agents, after infinite 
trouble, managed to outwit the close­ 
handed singer. 
It seems that they secured 
admission to the theater as members of 
the orchestra, secreted themselves beneath 
the stage, arranged a “receiver” among 
the gas-pipes in front of the prompter’s 
box, but beneath the stage, and yet so ex­ 
posed that a singer at the footlights would 
sing directly into the instrument. 
It is 
said that they succeeded in catching two 
of Patti’s best songs, and that the phono­ 
graph reproduces them very accurately. 
Let us hope ihat the story is true, and 
that the enterprising fellows will put those 
songs on tap at a nickle fee. 
It is so grati­ 
fying to learn that some one has “got 
ahead” of Patti, and that the ridiculously 
jealous and selfish woman has at last been 
cheated out of a song without a royal fee 
in advance, that the cunning phonograph 
men have our hearty wishes that th e / may 
make a fortune out of their capture. 
The 
immense difference between the churlish 
selfishness and seclusion of this great 
modern singer, and the big-hearted, loving, 
unselfish and unequaled Jenny Lind, is 
as broad as the distance between the poles. 
When Jenny was in America, instead of 
exclusiveness, her rule was to please just 
as many as she possibly could. 
She made 
it a point to sing tor the poor, to visit the 
squalid quarters of great cities and delight 
the denizens of those sections with the 
outpourings of her purse and the glories of 
her voice. 
In fact her friends were com­ 
pelled to watch her, such was her art­ 
less daring in going unattended about the 
city of New York to search out the suffer­ 
ing and minister to them. 
It is not known that she ever refused to 
sing for anyone who within reason solic­ 
ited her to do so in behalf of charity 
or deserving effort. 
She made a great for­ 
tune in America and literally coined the 
marvelous notes of her wondrous voice, bu* 
she dispensed nearly as much money in 
the country as she took out of it, and 
churches, hospitals, missions, schools and 
asylums all over the land were the recip­ 
ients of her bounty. 
Being remonstrated 
with at one time for her liberality and her 
ready acquiesence to sing for the people 
she replied, in effect: “Heaven has blessed 
me with a voice that the world says is not 
equaled; why should I hide it? 
W hy re­ 
fuse to gladden any whom I can by its 
use ? 
W hy refuse that which costs me so 
little and that apparently gives others so 
much pleasure.” 
Jenny Lind would not 
only have sung into the phonograph, had 
the wonderful invention been known in 
her day, but she would have made it a 
condition that only her best eflorts should 
be recorded by it, and that the world 
should hear the songs repeated by the 
automatic wonder at the very lowest pos­ 
sible charge. 
So, too, would Kate Hayes, 
Tietjens, Parepa Rosa and many another 
great singer wonderously gifted by nature 


with sweet voices. 
On Sunday Patti passed through this 
city. 
Several hundred people assembled 
at the depot to pay her their respects by 
their presence. 
It was not mere vulgar 
curiosity, but a pardonable one, to see the 
greatest vocalist of the age. 
Among those 
present were a great many who had vis­ 
ited San Francisco at considerable expense 
to hear her sing and who came away dis­ 
appointed because the ticket scalpers of 
her managers blocked the way with mort­ 
gages upon the seats and demanded the 
pound of flesh to release them. 
Patti 
kept to her car and refused to bow her 
thanks to the people for their respectful 
call. 
It was like Patti, with her a r t i­ 
ficially pink hair and her close purse 
strings, to refuse to face a congregation of 


It is to be hoped that the copyright bill 
now before Congress w ill be passed. 
The 
measure is one of simple justice to writers, 
and no objection can he raised to it that 
is not answerable 
on 
purely 
logical 
grounds. 
The same reason that justifies 
the granting of patents for the protection 
and encouragement of inventive genius 
justifies home copyright. 
But there are 
infinitely stronger reasons for the erection 
of an international code for the protection 
of authors, because writers are read in all 
lands. 
Wherever a nation is willing to 
grant the same protection to our authors 
in that foreign country that we guarantee 
to its authors in this, we ought to form a 
compact with such power on that basis. 
It is reciprocity pure and simple. 
The 
House committee has reported the modi­ 
fied Chace-Breekenridge bill favorably, 
and it is probably the best of all that have 
been submitted. 
This amended bill is 
from the pen of Mr. Adams of Illinois, 
and it simply provides that theft of the 
product of the brain of another shall not 
be justified because the author of the 
product is not a citizen, but the authors of 
nations which do not protect American 
publications in their jurisdiction are not 
to be considered in the United States as 
within the pale of the international law. 


The publishers formerly argued thal they 


wpuUl .be ’/tjured by the passage of the 


bill, but this can be substantiated only on 
the ground that it is wise to protect them 
in pilfering the books of foreign authors. 
Of course the publisher who has to pay 
nothing for the manuscript he uses is 
gainer of greater profits than he who re­ 
wards the writer. 
But there is no obliga­ 
tion upon Government to aid and abet any­ 
one in acts of piracy. 
Lately the leading 
book houses of this country have become 
convinced of the justice of the Authors’ 
League in claiming protection and are 
now unopposed to the hill. 
As a matter 
of fact the publishing business w ill be 
helped by international copyright, because 
piracy of American works will be pre­ 
vented and the sales of such abroad will 
be greatly augmented in foreign parts. 
It 
has been urged that international copy­ 
right will increase the -cost of books to 
purchasers. 
But it has been demonstrated 
that it will not augment the cost of stand­ 
ard works nor current works upon science, 
art, history and the like. 
Possibly it will 
increase very slightly the cost of the 
cheap editions of novels and light litera­ 
ture, and it is to be hoped that it will, for 
the reading taste will thereby be im­ 
proved, since it will be directed in higher 
channels. 


THE PUBLIC DRAMATIC TASTE. 


It has been common for some of the 
press and a great many of the people to 
speak of the taste of the public for dram­ 
atic entertainments as decayed and per­ 
verted. 
That plea has been urged per­ 
sistently in excuse of the managers of the 
theaters of the country for their policy of 
presenting the abominable tarce-comedies, 
so called, and a host of trashy variety per­ 
formances, to say nothing of the shows of 
a character that border upon the indecent. 
We have uniformly contended that this is 
erroneous judgment, and that the fault 
lies, not with the people, but with the 
greed of the managers, who cater to the 
lowest taste, aud drive the lovers of the 
legitimate from the theaters. 
In other 
words, the melodeon has overflowed and 
flooded the dramatic stage, and the ex­ 
cuse h®s been constantly urged that it is 
because of the public demand. 
One of the most striking proofs of the 
falsity of this theory has been made in this 
city in the current week, and on the last 
day of the previous week. 
Two high- 
minded, clean and legitimate companies, 
one presenting legitimate comedy of the 
modern order, the other tragedy of a su­ 
perior character, have drawn the largest 
houses night after night, ever known in 
the history of the city. 
Not only have 
the lower sections of the principal theater 
overflowed night after night, and standing 
room been at a high premium, but the 
galleries have been equally crowded. 
A ll 
which is proof positive that the public 
taste does not demand the vulgar drama 
and the senseless extravaganza. 
That is 
to say, the taste which the conscientious 
manager ought to cultivate, and that it 
should be his aim to conserve. 
Not only 
in this instance, but in scores of others the 
evidence is undeniable, that if the mana­ 
gers will cater to the legitimate demand 
the public will respond, and that, too, 
with a liberality entirely satisfactory to 
the manager’s purse. 
So that if it is true 
that the cheap music-hall and the variety 
melodeon have spewed themselves upon 
the legitimate stage, it has not been in 
response to a decent 
public demand, bnt 
in answer to the greed of the managers, 
who have catered to the vulgar and 
crowded the legitimate to the wall. 


T h e two West Point cadets who met in 
the prize ring Wednesday and battered 
each other until one of them was so 
bruised that he had to be taken to a hos­ 
pital ought to be cashiered. 
It is the 
more disgraceful that the fight was had in 
the barracks. 
If the young men whom 
the United States Government is educat­ 
ing free and assuring of positions of honor 
and trust for life cannot behave as gentle­ 


men, bnt must needs ape the manners of 
the bruising fraternity, they should be 
given their papers of dismissal and their 
places made vacant for the worthy youths 
who desire to learn and to serve their 
country as men who are above the ambi­ 
tion of bruising. 


T h e r e is a strong anti-American feel- . 
ing in Hayti. 
A ll attempts to turn tradé 
to this country is hotly opposed by French 
influences, and any suggestion to favor 
American ports of commerce brings on a 
wordy assault from French quarters. 
The 
ground for this anti-American feeling is 
the fear that we may wish to annex the 
Haytian Republic. 
But since the time of 
President Grant, who wished to buy the 
twenty-acre Republic, the policy of the 
United States has been positively averse to 
such a proposition, and it is not at all 
likely that if the little Republic were 
tendered to us to-day gratis we would 
care to encumber ourselves with the hot­ 
bed of discontent and revolution. 
It is 
unlikely that the United States would 
even care to go so far as to extend a pro­ 
tectorate over Hayti, unless it were merely 
temporary in duration, and simply in­ 
tended to put a stop to the barbarity of 
the Haytians in their wars. 
In view of 
this fact it is somewhat strange that every 
step taken by our merchants to enlarge 
commerce with H ayti should be looked 
upon with suspicion, and rejected out of 
fear that somewhere lurks ¡11 the attempt a 
scheme to “jump” the island and plump 
it into our national pocket.

A rriv al o f an A postle o f tlie M ystic P liil- 
oSophy—Two L ectu res A nnounced. 
There are I'heosophieal Societies in San 
Francisco and Oakland, aud recently they 
have entertained, as their gnests, one of 
most prominent exponents of -The Uni­ 
versal Brotherhood of Humanity.” Ber­ 
tram Keigktly, the private secretaiy of 
Madame Blavatsky, the great exponent of 
theosophicai philosophy and mysteries, 
and wno is the gentleman referred to, ar­ 
rived in this city last evening, and is the 
guest of Mr. and Mrs. James I. Felter, 
where he was last night met by a consider­ 
able company of ladies and gentlemen 
gathered to form his acquaintance. 
Theosophy is a word used to express the 
idea oí God wisdom, or the wisdom of the 
gods. 
Its lollowers are liberals in the 
tallest sense; they interfere with no per­ 
son's religious beliefs, and exact from each 
Other the broadest tolerance. Theosophy 
claims an age equal to that of man him­ 
self; it maintains that the pure philosophy 
of ail times has been buried beneath the 
crnst of forms and ceremonies and super­ 
stition ; that -'there is a vitalizing force and 
power which not only imparts the life that 
inheres and njoves within forms and causes 
them to he, but possesses the native power 
of constant growth and progress.” 
Buddhism figures largely as a factor in 
its philosophy, but does not confess that as 
its origin. It is not claimed to be a reli­ 
gion, but that it embraces all truth which 
enters into religion, while it exceeds ia 
knowledge all religions. 
It claims to ema­ 
nate from a source higher than man, and 
out of which religions have bad their birth. 
Very largely, however, Theosophy is 
Buddhism esoterically, and hence it par­ 
takes more largely of the principles oí that 
than of any otner one. Theosophy insists 
upon the supremacy of spirit over matter, 
and for the ldenticy of both it contends. 
It holds that spirit uses matter, but that 
the iatter never uses the former; that spirit 
is the intelligence that manipulates matter 
to its own ends and uses. The object of 
this philosophy is stated to be-enlighten­ 
ment, that man may be able to so locate 
himself with relation to the laws govern­ 
ing him “as best to restore that harmony 
ami union with nature and the Absolute 
which conduces to the highest happiness 
and nnfoldment, looking toward perfec­ 
tion." 
Concerning 
Madame 
Blavatsky, 
Mr. 
Keightly says she is Secretary of the chief 
society, and while she has written^ much, 
her writings are not a creed for Theoso- 
phists, nor is she regarded as infallible. 
Of course, in these brief lines only a few 
of the claims of the Theosophists have 
been referred to; the philosophy is not 
capable of being set forth ia any short item. 
Mr. Keightly is announced to lecture at 
Pythian Castle Sunday at 2 p. m. and Sun­ 
day evening at 7:30, the subjects being an­ 
nounced elsewhere.

A CRIMINAL RECORD TEAT BEADS LISE 
A ROMANCE. 


One of the Most Successful Jail-B reaker» 
Living—Sixty Years Old, But 
Still at It. 


“If old Jim Ivey is convicted in San Joa­ 
quin county this time he will probably 
complete half a century in prison," said a 
police offioer to a R ecord U nion reporter 
yesterday. 
Ivey is the man whom officer Howland 
arrested in this city last Sunday on a war­ 
rant from 8en Joaquin county, charging 
him with burglary committed in the little 
town of Elliot, near Stockton, a couple of 
weeks ago. A brief account of Ivey’s 
career appeared in thi3 journal at the time 
of his arrest. As wa3 stated then, be is one 
of the oldest criminals in the State, and 
has already served mote than half of his 
life behind prison bars. He is now over 60 
years of age, and though he is s emingly a 
harmless, decrepit old man, the police still 
consider him a most dangerous man to be 
at large. When he is in jail he has to be 
watched constantly, as he is one of the 
most accomplished jaii-breakers alive to­ 
day, and no amount of brick walls, bars 
and locks are too strong for him. 
He is known to every police department 
in the country, and his portrait adorns most 
every rogue’s gallery in existence—though 
he has seldom been known to venture off 
of the Pacific coast. 
i 
Ivey began his criminal career early in 
the ••fifties,” as a petty thief and pick­ 
pocket. In 1854 he was arrested for his 
first serious offense—that of grand larceny, 
committed in San Joaquin couatv—and 
being convic:ed was sent to San Quentin 
for seven years. That was in February. 
In July of rhe same year, he treated the 
prison officials to the first sample of his 
abilities as a jail-breaker, and got away. 
He was not heard of again. then, until 
1856, when he was arrested ia Amador 
county under the name of James Curry, 
for burglary and grand larceny. He was 
tried and convicted under this name and 
sentenced to seven years imprisonment 
again at San Quentin. 
At the prison he was recognized as Ivey 
the escape, and a careful waich was kept 
over him. 
Despite the vigilance of the officers, how­ 
ever, Ivey only remained with them a 
couple of months before he effected bis

second escape. He was recaptured in Feb­ 
ruary. 1857—ju9t one year later—but he 
only remained in prison until August of 
that year, when he again escaped. He 
was again recaptured in January, 1858, 
but again escaped in 1859. 
In Augnst, 1859, he was arrested and con- 
‘victed of grand larceny in 8tanislaus coun­ 
ty, under the name of James Saunders. 
For this oilense be received a sentence of 
eight years at San Quentin. 
Again was the slippery criminal wel­ 
comed with open arms by the State Prison 
officials, who had been scouring the coun­ 
try for him since his last escape. They 
had begun to look upon him as a sort of 
lieutenant of the Devil, who was possessed 
of the power of slipping through keyholes 
or other small apertures, and regaining bis 
liberty. When he was brought back this 
time the officials took every precaution 
known to secure him so that another es­ 
cape would be impossible. They even 
chained him u d at night and had a guard 
at his heels, lvev laughed at them, and 
told them their precautions were useless, as 
he would escape from them inside of a 
year. 
He kept his word. 
In May. 1860, he effected his escape in 
such a mysterious manner that the prison 
officials were completely dumbfounded, 
and some were convinced that he was 
possessed. 
Ivey remained at large until Apnl, 1861, 
when he was arrested in Xupa county 
under the name of J. J. Chambers, for 
grand larceny. This time he received a 
ten-year sentence in the State Prison. 
All the former precautions were taken 
again at the prison, oniy in a double 
measure, and this time the officials were 
determined that he shonld not again es­ 
cape. But it was all tono parpóse. Though 
he remained with them longer this time 
than he ever did betore—two years—be 
finally cave them the slip again, and in j 
May, 1863, he was a free man. 
He remained at large until September of 
that year, when he was arrested in Cala­ 
veras county under the name of James 
Russell, for'burglary. Here he was not' 
recognized as the notorious James Ivey, 
and the result was that he got off with a 
five-year sentence. 
This was the time that Ivey did not escape, 
though he made several attempts to do so. 
He served out his sentence, and only a 
short time afterward was back again, on 
another sentence for burglary. From that 
ou he did not add much to his record as a 
jail-breaker, and spent most of his life up 
to the present time in the penitentiary. 
He escaped once or twice during that time, 
but was soon recaptured. He was watched 
more closely than any twenty other con­ 
victs, and almost continually wore a cbain- 
and-ball to prevent his escaping. 
in 1870 he had just been returned to jail 
after an escape, when the Warden took ad­ 
vantaged of a well-known trait of the 
crook and made a bargain with him by 
which he was relieved of all necessity o’f 
watching Ivey, and had an assurance that 
he would quietly serve out the remainder 
of his term. Although he was a burglar 
and a thief, Ivey was known as a man of 
his word. A promise waB sacred with him 
and he would die before- he would break 
faith with anyone who had reposed con­ 
fidence in him. Knowing this trait, the 
Warden made a trade with Ivey whereby 
the latter was to be allowed to conduct a 
small store or stand inside the walls of the 
prison and to enjoy a monopoly of the 
trade of the prisoners, if he would agree not 
to break out of jail again. Ivey agreed and 
there was no more trouble with him. 
When his term expired he had amassed a 
fortune of several thousand dollars, which 
he took with him to San Francisco.

to be doing a rushing business, but 03 soon 
as tb e purchase was completed trade fell 
off aDd Ivey ionnd that he bad paid out 
about half of bis fortune for a worthless 
stand. 
The rest of it went in a stock 
deal into which he was roped by another 
gang, aDd one day he awoke to a realizing 
sense of the tact that he was penniless. 
He knew of bn! one way to make a living 
and that very night he committed another 
burglary. Hew many similar crimes he 
was guilty of before he was caught no one 
knows, for he was shrewd and bad a faculty 
of keeping his own counsel. Before long, 
however, ne was caught again and given a 
long term in San Quentin, which he com­ 
pleted not long ago. 
Ivey appeered prominently before the 
public in 1879 in a new role. 
In that year police officer Scott of tbi3 
city was mysteriously killed while on his 
way out to the Protestant Orphan Asylum 
cne night, which building had caught 
fire. Nothing was heard of the mur­ 
derers until a month or so after­ 
ward, when Ivey called upon Dan Gav: tbe 
well-known detective for Wells, Fargo & 
Co, acd tnld him he would divulge the 
names of Scott's murderers, provided he 
should be given a portion of the reward 
offered for tbeir capture. Gay agreed. 
It appeared from Ivey’s statement that 
four notorious criminals, named William 
Anderson, Thomas Hamilton, alias Jimmy 
Smith, James Fiycn, alias John Brown, 
and Eddie Edwards, were the murderers. 
They bad been in jail at Roseville lor steal­ 
ing chickens, and were released on the day 
of the murder. Being without money they 
walked to Sacramento, and on their way 
agreed to rob the first man they met. This 
man proved to be officer Scott. They as­ 
saulted him unawares, and when he re­ 
sisted, Edwards drew a revolver and killed 
him. After taking theirvictim’s effects the 
murderers tied to Stockton and hid beneath 
the railroad trestle just outside of town. 
Here they met Ivey, and having become 
acquainted with him in prison, took him 
Into their confidence. He went into town 
and purchased some food for them, and 
also got the newspapers which contained 
accounts of the murder. He gave them a 
little money and advised them to get out of 
the country. They left that night, and 
were next heard of in Napa, where they 
burglarized the residence of Judge Wallace, 
now of Placer county. Taey were arrested 
f.-r this and placed in the Santa Rosa jail 
Edwards escaped and was never heard of 
again, but the other three were tried and 
convicted and sentenced to imprisonment 
in San Quentin. 
Ivey unew that they were in Sar. Quen­ 
tin, and so told Detective Gay. The latter 
suggested that they keep the identity of the 
mep a secret until their terni3 had expired, 
and then they could be arrested and the 
rewards obtained. This was agreed to, but 
before the terms expired Detective Gay 
committed suicide. His widow, however, 
disclosed the identity of the three convicts 
to Det cdve Gilchrist of San Francisco, 
who ne w occupies the position of prison- 
keeper in the San Francisco City Prison. 
Gilchrist was on intimate terms with po­ 
lice officer Jackson of Sacramento, after­ 
wards Chief of Police, and confided the 
matter to him. Tne two officers arrested 
the murderers when they were liberated 
from San Quentin, and'brougbt them to 
this city, where they were tried and sen­ 
tenced to prison for life. Gilchrist re­ 
ceived tbs reward, and Ivey was left in the 
cold.

American river bridge, and in order to 
avoid being run over, he jamped from the 
trestle and landed on the edge cf the river 
bank and then fell over into the water. 
He managed to era *T out, however, and 
found that the bone of the right leg had 
been broken just above the ankle. 
He crawled along as near as he could get 
to the watchman's houseon the bridge, and 
with the iatter’s assistance he was placed 
on the incoming Marysville train and taken 
to the Receiving Hospital here. City Physi­ 
cian B. C. Nichols was summoned, and de­ 
cided to remove the injured man to the 
County Hospital before setting the limb. 
Hollingsworth is an Odd Fellow, and 
hails from Denver, Col., and his vocation 
has been the handling and training of 
horses.

HOW CONGRESSMAN CLTJNIE LOST HIS 
CASE IN COURT. 


Decisions Filed by the Suprem e Court 
Yesterday in Two Sacram ento 
and O ther Cases. 


The following Supreme Court opinions 
were iiied in Deputy' Clerk Williams’ office 
!n this city yesterday, for the Sacramento 
District: 
Allen Towle et al. (respondents) vs. 
Thomas J. Ciunie et al. This was an ac­ 
tion brought by plaintiffs, as partners, 
against the defendants, as partners, under 
the firm name of the Sacramento Ware­ 
house Company, to recover the sum of 
$324 07, for goods, wares, merchandise, 
lumber and building material sold by 
plaintiffs to defendants at their request. At 
the trial all ihe parties to the eau3e were 
present except defendant Ciunie, who 
neither appeared in person nor by attorney. 
Judgment passed for plaintiffs against ttie 
defendants tor the amount demanded. Da 
fendant Ciunie afterward made a motion 
for a new trial and a motion to vacate the 
judgment, both of which were denied. 
Tne Supreme Court says that this case 
involves the sume questions considered in 
the case o f McGuire V3. Drew (given below), 
and the judgment is therefore affirmed. 
THE M GCIKE CLCNIE CASE. 
James McGuire (respondent) V3. N. L. 
Drew, T. J. Ciunie et al. This appeal is by 
T. J. Ciunie, alone, from a judgment ren­ 
dered against himself and co-defendants, as 
partners, in an action prosecuted by plaint­ 
iffs upon an account for materia! furnished 
to and work done for defendants; also from 
an order denying him a new trial, and an 
order refusing to vacate the judgment. 
Defendant Clunie’s first motion for a new 
trial was on the grounds of tbe irregularity 
of the proceedings oí tne triál; accident or 
surprise which ordinary prudence could 
not have guarded against; insufficiency of 
the evidence to justify the decision, and 
that tbe same w&s against law. The second 
motion was upon the ground of mistake, 
inadvertence, surprise and excusable ne­ 
glect. 
The facts relied upon to establish acci­ 
dent. surprise or excusable neglect may be 
briefly stated as follows: 
At a general election in this State on No­ 
vember 6,1888, appellant was a candidate 
f;r Congress in ihe Fifth Congressional 
District, embracing a portion of the city 
and county of San Francisco. The contest 
was very close between himself and his 
competitor, and ia consequence his pre­ 
sence in tbe city on that day, and almost 
continuously until November 23d, was 
necessary, ia order that he might see that 
the returns were properly canvassed and 
declared. Having previously succeeded in 
obtaining from couusel for plaintiff a post­ 
ponement of the triai until after the day of 
tbe election, on account of his political en­ 
gagements, and relying upon his former 
success, be requested another postponement 
by letter, which the counsel for plaintiff, 
ou November 13 h, telegraphed he could 
not accede to. 
Thereupon the appellant notified the 
Judge belore whom the case would come 
that he (appellant) could not be present ou 
the 14th, and in tbe same telegram de­ 
manded a jury trial, believing that the 
Judge, upon the receipt cf the telegram, 
would order a jury and pospone tbe triai to 
some other day for that purpose. The ap­ 
pellant was tbe only witness who couid 
prove the facts constituting his detense. 
Appellant’s brother, at 9:15 o’clock in 
the forenoon of November 14th, by tele­ 
graph, requested the law firm of Johnson, 
Johnson ¿Johnson of Sacramento to move 
for a jury in and a continuance of this and 
the case of Towle Bros. A Co. vs. Ciunie et 
al. in compliance with this request,which 
W83 not received by them until after 10 
o'clock in the forenoon, they, or one of 
them, went to the Court-room and found 
both cases on trial, aud, apparently for this 
reason, made no demand or motion. 
E. J. Dwyer, an attorney-at-law at Sac­ 
ramento, also on the same day, shortly 
after 10 o’clock in the forenoon, went on 
behalf of appellant to the Court-room for 
the same purpose, and finding both cases, 
on trial took no action. The Supreme 
Court affirms the judgment of the lower 
Court and says: 
“The omission on his part to appear or 
secure representation at the trial amounted 
to negligence, and unless it was excusable 
he is not entitled to any relief upon that 
ground. Now, it may be that the condi­ 
tion of the election returns were such that 
it was to the interest of the appellant to 
remain in San Francisco from the day of 
election until November 23, 1888. in order 
to ascertain the true result of the election, 
but we have been referred to no law, and 
know of none, that required him person­ 
ally to watch and guard ¡lie canvassing of 
the election returns. On the contrary, we 
must presume that the Canvassing Board 
would have properly performed its duty 
without his presence, from which it fol­ 
lows that appellant’s presence at the can­ 
vassing of the election returns was a mat­ 
ter of choice, and not necessity, and he, 
having chosen to consider his interest in 
the election of more concern than his in­ 
terest in this action, cannot now avail him­ 
self of his neglect of the latter as something 
that ought to be excused. 
“Regarding the demand for a jury trial 
made by a telegram to the Judge, sent by 
the appellant the day before the day of 
trial, it is sufficient to say that even if the 
Judge had ordered a jury upon the receipt 
of the telegram, yet by reason of the fail­ 
ure of the appellant to appear in person or 
by counsel at the trial, the Court was au­ 
thorized to dispense with a jury.” 
The opinion was written by Commis­ 
sioner Gib3on. 
TOLL-BOADS AND PUBLIC EIGHTS. 
McMullen vs. Leitch et als. This was a 
San Joaquin county case. The Court says : 
"The Court is of the opinion that when the 
toll-road in question was constructed in 
1867 by a corporation formed under the 
Act of 1853, it became a public highway by 
dedication, subject to tbe light to collect 
tolls for a limited period. This period ha3 
expired, but the dedication to the public 
remains. Neither the plaintiff nor the 
corporation which constructed any road, on 
the termination of the franchise to collect 
tolls, had any interest for which either of 
them can demand compensation. 
“The judgment and order are reversed 
and tbe cause remanded, with directions to 
the Court below to enter judgment for the 
defendants.” 
A SAN JOAQUIN INSURANCE CASE. 
U. C. Farnum et als. (appellants) V3. The 
Phmnix Insurance Company—a San Joa­ 
quin county case. The action is upon a 
policy of insurance, and the appeal is from 
a judgment of nonsuit. The ^Supreme 
Court reverses the judgment and says:| 
“As it appears from the bill of excep­ 
tions that the evidence on tbe part of the 
plaintiffs substantially and even strongly 
tended to pbove all the facts necessary to 
entitle the plaintiffs to recover, the'judg- 
ment of nonsuit was erroneous and should 
be reversed, and that the cause should be 
remanded for a new trial.” 
SUIT ON A SACRAMENTO NOTE. 
William iD g ra m , Jr., assignee (appel­ 
lant) vs. R. B. Smith and A. P. Smiley, a 
Placer county case. Plaintiff appeals from 
a judgment for defendants, rendered upon 
their general demurrer to his amended 
complaint The Supreme Court says: 
“From tbe fact that the note in question 
is scheduled as one of the insolvent items 
of indebtedness, it is prima facie a charge 
against bis estate in the hands of the 
plaintiff. As the estate is insufficient to 
pay the bona fide creditors in full, it is 
manifest that, although the plaintiff, as 
assignee, knowing the note to be fraudu­ 
lent and without consideration, might suc­ 
cessfully resist payment of it, yet Smith, 
before it matures, "may, unless restrained, 
transfer it for value to an inncoent pur­ 
chaser, who could enforce it, and thereby 
cause serious injury to such creditors by 
reducing the already insufficient assets of 
the estate. The date and time of maturity 
of the note are both unknown to the 
plaintiff, but in view of the other facts 
stated, his apprehension that it may Dot 
have matured and may be so used"a9 to 
result in injury to the beneficiaries of the 
trust imposed upon him, is well founded. 
For these reasons we think the Court 
erred in sustaining the demurrer, and we 
therefore advise that the judgment be re­ 
versed and the trial Court be directed to 


overrule the demurrer and crant ihe de­ 
fendant leave to answer. 
REVERSAL IN A PLUMAS CASE. 
J. S. Carter and J. S. Hall, partners un­ 
der the firm name of Carter A Haii. re­ 
spondents, vs. the Green Mountain Gold 
Mining Company, defendant), and F. Re- 
gczzi et ai., a Plumas county case. The 
order appealed from is reversed. 
ABOUT A DIVISION LINE, 
Higgins, responden t, vs. Ragsdale. Ac­ 
tion of ejectment fora narrow strip of land 
containing about two and two-thirds acres. 
The parties were owners of adjoining lands 
in Nevada county. The division line be­ 
tween them was one of tbe lines surveyed 
by the United States Government, dividing 
a section into quarters. Their disagree­ 
ment as to tbe true location oí this division 
line was the only issue tried. 
The judgment was for plaintiff, from 
which defendant appeals, and the Supreme 
Court affirms the judgment. 
WHAT IS A VAGRANT? 
A M onstrosity that the Law Seems to 
Very W eakly Define. 
A certain youth of the class who are sup­ 
ported here by fallen women has been 
purged of the chcrge of vagrancy on the 
alleged ground that there was not sufficient 
evidence to convict him. 
It may be that there is some technicality 
in the way of getting the evidence before a 
Court (and again there may not be), but it 
is current];.’ reported that Chief of Poiics 
Lee has in his possession Utters that were 
exchanged between the ac uted and a cer­ 
tain woman of the town which prove con­ 
clusively that he has been dependent on 
her for his living. If theee letters and the 
knowled-je possessed by tbe policemen of 
the daily movements of the party referred 
to, for montbs past, are not enough to 
prove a case of vagrancy, it would seem 
that thers is something w< efallv lacking in 
the law. Possibly the law was really 
framed for tbe purpose of encouraging va­ 
grancy and protecting loafers from'punish 
meat for that 30-ccHed cffer.se.

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A SHIPWRECKED CREW. 


T hrilling A dventure in th e South Indian 
Ocean. 
[From the London Telegraph.] 
The Captain of the ship H olt H ill, 
which was wrecked on the barren and 
desolate island of St. Paul, in the South 
Indian Ocean, has just sent the owners of 
the ship— Messrs. IV. Price & Co., of Liver- 
ol— particulars of the wreck and of the 
binson Crusoe-like adventures of the 
crew on the island. 
The H olt H ill, 2,366 
tons, was a four-masted iron sailing ship. 
W hile going from Itio to Calcutta in ballast, 
she got ashore at St. Paul’s island, having 
run in a cove between the rocks. 
She had 
a crew of thirty-three hands, and the only 
way of escape was over the bows of the 
ship, where there was a drop of forty to 
fifty feet. 
A rope was put over the bows, 
and one by one the crew dropped into the 
surf. 
A ll escaped but the mate. 
It was 
9 o’clock at night when the vessel struck, 
and all night the poor fellows had to re­ 
main on the beach, nearly frozen to death 
with cold. 
The men escaped just as they 
, were when the ship struck, and for the 
most part they had no shoes on, and were 
but partially clad. 
Bocks 200 feet high 
faced them, and as precipitous as the side 
of a house. 
The safety of the men was 
not assured until they reached the sum­ 
mit; but this was a perilous and difficult 
task. 
Captain Sutherland, when climb­ 
ing the rocks, fell some twenty feet, and 
when he reached the top his Lands were 
dreadfully skinned by the sharp and loose 
rocks. 
When had gained the summit they di­ 
vided themselves into parties, some to 
catch penguins, some to fish, some to get 
wood and water and others to explore the 
island. 
The cook had one match, and in 
this the hopes of the thirty-two men lay, 
as the nights were so cold it meant death 
without a fire. 
The solitary match was 
watched by the entire company with the 
keenestpossibleinterest,andtothe joy of all 
the outcasts, a fire was kindled. 
This was 
kept up day and night, special sentries being 
told oft to watch and attend to it, to prevent 
it going out. 
The whole island was ex­ 
plored from beginning to end. 
The only 
fresh water, besides some rain that had 
lodged between the rocks, was that com 
tamed in some boiling springs. 
After 
getting the water the men had to wait un­ 
til it cooled before they could drink it. 
The penguins were rank and oily, but 
after being steeped in salt water all night 
their black flesh did not taste so badly, 
although the surfeit which the poor fel­ 
lows had of the food^aused nausea, and in 
several cases the vomiting of blood. Cray­ 
fish were caught, and some nettles were 
the only vegetation the men had. 
For to­ 
bacco the men, from two cld clay pipes, 
smoked some rope yarn. 
Their beds were 
formed of dried grass, and in most cases 
they had simply their trowsers and shirts 
for a covering. 
Some huts were found, but 
only one had a roof. 
When the exploring 
party found the rain-water they brought 
back a supply in the legs of a pair of oil­ 
skin pants, the legs having _been .tied to 
keep in the water. 
There were rabbits and goats on the 
island, but they were too nimble for the 
shipwrecked men. 
Some old fish-hooks 
were lound, and others were made out of 
wire. 
Several fish were caught and they 
formed an acceptable dish. 
The water in 
the springs was so hot that the men could 
half boil the fish in them. 
There was not 
a tree on the island, which was covered 
with thick, rank grass and rushes. 
It was 
most trying for the poor fellows to travel 
over the prickly substance in their bare 
feet. 
A small lagoon was found on the 
northeast end of the island, but it proved 
to be salt water. 
There were cliffs around 
this lagoon to a bight of 2,000 to 3,000 
feet. 
St. Paul is an island on which the 
Government is supposed to place provis­ 
ions and water for shipwrecked sailors, but 
neither food nor water was found by the 
crew of the Holt H ill. 
It was said that 
whalers visited the island, and, though 
not shipwrecked, made off with the pro­ 
visions. 
Eight small boats were found on 
the island, though several were quite un­ 
seaworthy. 
On the eighth day a vessel 
was sighted, and a boat was put oil' from 
the island. 
A fire was burned and dis­ 
tress signals shown, but the ship disap­ 
peared. 
She was so near that the ship­ 
wrecked crew could see the man at the 
wheel. 
Just as their hopes were giving way to 
despair another sail was sighted. 
Dried 
grass was burned, and the smoke as it as­ 
cended was seen by the stranger, which 
proved to be the bark Coorang. 
The pre­ 
served men—thirty-two in number—were 
nineteen (lavs on board the Coorang, and 
were most humanely treated. 
A ll of the 
H olt H ill’s crew behaved well, Captain 
Sutherland being remarkably cool under 
the trying circumstances. 
It was thought 
that if the Government could put a supply 
of fresh water in the tanks and a quantity 
of biscuits on the island periodically, as 
well as a few fish hooks, they would doubt­ 
less prove a great blessing to shipwrecked 
people. 
St. Paul is a volcanic island of 
about ten miles in circumference, large 
quantities of lava all round the coast tes­ 
tifying to the many eruptions. 
It was the 
opinion of the men that had they been 
compelled to spend another eight days on 
the island many of them must have suc­ 
cumbed to their sufferings. 
None of the 
crew has vet arrived in Liverpool. 
The 
ship herself, though of immense strength, 
was soon smashed to pieces by the fright­ 
ful seas that from time to time struck her 
on the stem as her bow lay fast wedged in 
between the great rocks. 
The name of the 
chief officer who was lost was James 
AVilliams.

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ARMSTRONG’S REYEHGE. 


One bright June morning, not many 
years ago, a big, ungainly farm servant, 
holding by a halter a large and uncouth 
plow-horse, stood before the shut door of a 
battered wooden building, the surround­ 
ings of which at once proclaimed it to be a 
smithy, although through the chinks in its 
weather-beaten walls no forge-fire gleamed 
or cherry hammer rang. The plowman, 
astonished to see the place shut at an hour 
long after that at which the blacksmith 
usually started work, retired a pace or two 
and gazed up at the chimney; and. not 
seeing even the faintest trace of smoke 
issuing thence, he turned and looked about 
him with a puzzled expression on his fice.

TAKING COLD. 


Im p o rta n t R e la tio n o f C loth in g to 
th e P h y sic a l C ond ition . 
From the Rhode Island State Bulletin.] 
he relation of animal heat to health 
and proper digestion is very close. 
Good 
health is never secured except by proper 
attention to clothing. 
This should be 
neither too heavy nor too scanty. 
The 
anim al h e a t is too largely retained in the 
one case and insufficiently held in the 
other. 
E xternal cold, in a moderate de­ 
gree, acts as a sort of stim ulant through 
the nervous system, when it comes in con­ 
tact with an exposed or thinly-clad part 
of the body. 
One of the chief causes of a chill is a 
sudden evaporation of the perspiration. 
A nother is a sudden arrest of perspiration. 
These are largely prevented when one is 
clad in comfortable underclothing. 
The 
bracing effect of cold is felt when one is 
not too thickly clothed, and when at the 
same time the surface heat is in dangerous 
excess. 
Thus “ the indiscrim inate use of 
the thick, heavy overcoat ” cannot be too 
greatly deprecated. 
To this may 
be 
largely attributed the colds so common in 
the cold seasons of the year. 
Warm, 
thick underclothing and lighter outer- 
clothing— this should be the habit adopted. 
It is in the interm ittent use of the heavy 
overcoat th at danger lurks. 
T his is particularly true in regard to 
persons of sedentary habits; and such an 
one should ever be on his guard in this 
respect. 
H e emerges from a warm break- 
fast-room, clothed in his ordinary winter 
garments, w ith probably warm underwear, 
and over all the heavy ulster or top­ 
coat. 
After a short walk he finds th at 
the sense of warm th he began w ith is 
more 
than 
m aintained. 
H e 
arrives 
at 
his 
office 
or 
place 
of 
business, 
and 
off 
goes 
the 
overcoat, 
though 
the air of the newly opened room may he 
nearly as cold as that without, and, per­ 
haps draughty in addition. 
During the 
day, perhaps, he travels to and from ad­ 
jacent business houses, moving in only his 
house clothing. 
The 
overcoat is laid 
aside 
till 
closing tim e reminds 
him 
of the journey home. 
The result is that 
at times he is too warm at other times he 
is chilled through, and he wonders how 
he has taken co ld ! 
The thickness of 
clothing must be proportioned to the de­ 
gree of exercise, w hether indoors or out­ 
doors. 
One would not saw wood in an 
ulster, even on a very cold day. 
The wise 
man, however, would put it on when he 
had finished his job. 
Woolen underclothing is the best pre­ 
ventive against colds, catarrhs, and per­ 
haps worse diseases due to ch ills; and 
this must be regulated according to age, 
sex, constitution and amount of exercise. 
Y outh has great powers of resistance to 
external cold, and runs many risks and 
often escapes scot free. 
But this is hut 
exceptional. 
The weaker the constitution 
the 
more 
clothing, w ithout being, of 
course, burdensome. 
T he state of the 
weather has much to do w ith the regula­ 
tion of the clothing, and so, too, the time 
of day. 
A t night more 
clothing is ' required 
than in the daytime. 
The bed clothing 
should be sufficient to insure sleep. 
Cer­ 
tain parts of the body should be covered 
warmer than others, such as the chest, legs 
and feet. 
Thin-soled shoes and cotton 
stockings, on most persons, should 
be 
avoided, especially by women. 
Cold or 
tepid bathing of the chest, throat and feet 
is an excellent safeguard. 
Rub 
until 
warm th of the skin secured. 
More than all, when overheated from 
exercise, 
especially during the sudden 
changes of a New England climate, the 
outer clothing should never be suddenly 
thrown off unless in a warm room. 
The 
garment, instead, should be kept on until 
the 
superabundant anim al w arm th has 
disappeared. 
N either should the under­ 
clothing 
be changed 
for 
thinner as 
warmer 
weather 
approaches 
until 
the 
season 
for . a 
judicious 
change 
has 
arrived. 
If 
one 
is 
too 
warm, put on lighter outer-wear. 
Inac­ 
tivity requires more clothing than exer­ 
cise. 
But every person should endeavor 
to practice during every day a sufficient 
amount of active exercise to insure a 
natural amount of bodily heat. 
This is 
not saying th at the exercise must of ne- 
cessity’be vigorous or prolonged, and cer­ 
tainly not violent. 


DIIINFECTANTS. 


W h a t K in d to U se, an d H ow a n d W h en 
to U se T h em . 
[J. H. Kellogg, M. D., in C hristian Union.] 
The best means to disinfect a room 
which has been occupied by a consumptive 
or a person suffering from any infectious 
disease is to burn sulphur in the room. To 
do this, take a dish-pan and place a flat 
plate in the bottom of it, and on this set a 
kettle containing the proper amount of 
sulphur m ixture — equal quantities of 
powdered sulphur and charcoal. 
Fill the 
paa w ith water 
so th at it will come halt 
way up on the kettle. 
Then turn alcohol 
or benzine on the m ixture, ignite and get 
out of the room as speedily as possible. 
Alcohol is much the best to use) and two 
or three ounces will be sufficient for several 
pounds of sulphur. 
Let the room remain 
closed for twenty-four hours and then 
thoroughly cleansed, the furniture washed 
with disinfectant solution, the walls newly 
calcimined or papered, and the woodwork 
covered with fresh paint. 
The room should be prepared previously 
by having every crack about doors and 
windows tightly pasted or stopped up. 
The object of using water is that the heat 
of the kettle will cause evaporation and 
send moisture out into the room ; for, the 
spores being very tenacious of life, dry sul­ 
phur fumes are not sufficient to kill them 
all. 
In the dry state the product is sim ­ 
ply oxide of sulphur, but when water is 
added we have sulphurous acid, which is 
powerful enough to kill the spores as well 
as the germs. 
It is of the utmost importance th at a 
sufficient quantity of the sulphur be used 
to make the work effective. 
I have seen 
people attem pt to disinfect a large room 
with a handful of sulphur barely sufficient 
to disinfect a dry goads box. 
It amounts 
to nothing whatever. 
Ascertain the size 
of the room, and burn three pounds of sul­ 
phur for every 1,000 cubic feet of air. 
Take, for instance, a room which is 12x15 
feet floor measurement and ten feet high, 
which gives a cubical contents of 1,800 
cubic feet. 
T his is so nearly 2,000 th at it 
would be best to take six pounds of sul­ 
phur to disinfect it. 
Some people distribute a handful of 
chloride of lime about, which gives a 
sanitary smell, but is really of no value. 
Many strange 
notions as 
to disinfec­ 
tion prevail, and all sorts of valueless 
recommendations are going the rounds of 
the papers. 
For instance, I called upon a 
patient once and found a tub of water 
under the bed, and it was explained to me 
th at this was for the purpose of absorbing 
germs. 
Others will set powdered charcoal 
around on trays, or a little chloride of 
lime on a saucer. 
Some people seem to 
imagine that the germs are goiug to hunt 
up the disinfectant and destroy themselves. 
A strong solution of copperas wl! I kill all 
the germs it touches, but it will not kill 
the spores or seeds of the germs. 
H alf a pound of chloride of lime to a 
gallon of water makes a good disinfectant 
to destroy germs in excreta, provided the 
chloride of lime is good, hut the most ot 
it is |>oor, having lost its disinfectant 
properties. 
Another excellent disinfectant is corro­ 
sive sublimate, but it is too dangerous for 
common use unless kept uuder lock and 
key. 
I t is best used in connection with 
permanganate of potash, one drachm of 
each to a gallon of water. 
This will make 
a reddish or purplish solution, and, if 
marked poison and handled with care, will 
be dangerous chiefly to germs. 
This solu­ 
tion is equal to about one part in 1,000 of 
each; the corrosive sublimate will destroy 
the germs, and the premanganate of potash 
will destroy the odors, as well as furnish 
coloring m atter. 
A solution of corrosive 
sublimate alone is colorios, odorless and 
nearly tasteless, which facts greatly in ­ 
crease the risk of using it. 
About one 
part in 20,000 is sufficient to kill germs, 
but to disinfect excreta it is necessary to 
use a strong solution, and the bulk of the 
disinfectant should be equal to th at of the 
excreeta. 
For disinfecting the clothing from the 
bed and the patient, soak for four hours 
either in a solution of corrosive sublimate 
or the same length of time in a 2 per cent, 
solution of carbolic acid. 
The latter is to 
be preferred for general purposes, for it will 
not affect the texture, while corrosive sub­ 
limate will shrink flannel clothing and 
make it harsh. 
If the disease be diph­ 
theria, scarlet fever or the like, every 
article of clothing or upholstery which 
will not wash must he burned, and every 
book and paper must be burned. 
A solution of corrosive sublimate may 
be used to disinfect a room by washing the 
walls and floor in it, but the permanganate 
of potash must be left out from this as 
well as from the solution for disinfecting 
clothing, for it will stain. 
To set any of 
these things in a room does no good; a dis­ 
infectant must be distributed to be avail­ 
ably.

Following is the text of a decision ren­ 
dered yesterday by Superior Judge A rm ­ 
strong, in the ca-*e of Steinhart vs. The 
National Gold bank of D. 0 . Mills & Co. 
T he decision is regarded an im portant one 
to banks and persons having dealings with 
them : 
In the Superior Court of Sacramento county, 
.State ot Cttiiiornia. 
>V. and I Steinhart, plaint­ 
iff*. vs. the National Bank of D. 0. Mills & Co., 
defendant. 
_ 
This is an action by plaintiffs against tie 
de endant. a banking corporation, for money 
had and received to the use of the plaintiffs. 
The answer puts in issue the m aterial ailegx- 
ticusof the complaint. 
The evidence establishes tne following facts : 
One G Politz on the 17th day of December. 
1HSS, made his promissory note to the plaintiffs 
for 886“, pavao.e two months after date, at the 
bank of the "defendant. This note fell due the 
17th day ot February, ÍSS3, the 17th being Sun­ 
day. Thev delivered to the Loudon, Pans aD d 
American B ant for collection, who forwarded 
it to the deieudant at -aeram ento to be pre­ 
sented for payment, which was received Sun- 
dav, the l'tn day of February, 18S9. The maker 
was a customer of the deieudant, and on the 
morning of the ISth he deposited with the de­ 
fendant át'J), on general account. While he 
was at the bank at the time he made the de­ 
posit a clerk of the defendant presented the 
note for payment. The m aker wrote across the 
lace of the note, "Please charge the same to my 
account. G. Politz.” The clerk then wrote on 
the beck of ¡be note, ‘'Charged account. Little­ 
field.'' The clerk, Littlefield, then stamped 
these woras on the back of the note within a 
square. ■'National Bank of D. Ü Mills & Co., 
Febniary IS, 
889. 
Sacramento, Cal.” 
The 
square 
and 
words 
were 
in 
red 
ink 
aud 
understood 
to 
meau 
“Canceled.” 
The clerk then charged the amount of the note 
in the pass-book of tnc maker and in the journal 
o f the defendant in his account. Before the 
close of the business hours of the day the de­ 
fendant diew its cheek in favor of the London, 
Paris and American Bank u;ou the Bank of 
California aud after the close of busin'ss hours 
inclosed its check in an envelope with a letter 
of advice addressed to the Loudon. Paris and 
American Bank. At the time ot this transac­ 
tion Politz, the maker of the note, had uo money 
or othet funds on deposit with the defendant. 
6omo time previous he had intde his note pay­ 
able one day nfter date to the deieudant to cover 
over-drafts tor the sum of iS,5oO, which was ac­ 
credited to his account. Allowing this note as 
a credit in account with Politz, the maker of 
the note due the plaintiffs, and chaining him 
w i’h the amount of said check, the journal of 
the defendant at the clcse of the business hour 
on that day showed a nominal credit lu his 
favor of Í3bi; but in fact he had overdrawn his 
account in access of his note, taen overdue, and 
moneys deposited more than 52,000. At the 
tim e the defendant received from Politz the 
note for $3,500 to cover over drafts he was in 
go. d credit, but in fact insolvent, and was in­ 
solvent on the ISth day of February, 1SS9, at the 
tim e of the transaction out of which -this 
action arose; and about 5 o'clock of the after- 
no n of that day he made a general assignment 
under the provisions ot the Civil Code for the 
benefit of his creditors. The defendant knew 
nothing of the insolvency of Politz until after 
the assignment was made. On the same day, 
aud immediately after ascertaining that be was 
insolvent, the defendant procured the envelope 
from the l’ostoflice containing the check and 
cancelled 
it, 
and 
immediately 
indorsed 
on the back of the 
note 
these 
words: 
“Charged in 
Error; 
F. 
Miller, 
Cashier ” 
“Cancelled in Error: F. Miller, Cashier.” And 
immediately, on the same evening, returned the 
note by mail, with letter of advice as to what 
had been done, to the London, Paris and Amer­ 
ican Bank at san Francisco. There a r e no in­ 
dorsers on the note due plaintiffs. Neither the 
plainttff's nor the Loudon, Paris and American 
Bank knew or had any notice oí the transae- 
tio i between the defendant ana Politz. the 
m aker ot the note due the plaintiff's, or of the 
drawing of the draft by the defendant until 
after the check had been canceled and the de­ 
fendant had declined to advance the money to 
pay the note. The defendant did not rec ive 
auy money brother valuable thing from Politz 
to or for the use of the plaintiffs, and they have 
lost uo rights jy the acts of the defendant. 
These are all the facts of the case. The de- 
feu-ant objects to a recovery by the plaintiff's 
on two ground4 : First, the facts as proven in 
the case do not show any liability of the de­ 
fendant; second, if the facts show a liability, 
stUL the plaintiffs cannot recover in this lorin 
of action. 
These objections will be considered in the 
order in which they are stated : I. It may be 
stared, ift Unune, that the fact that the defendant 
is a co.poration engaged in a banking business 
does no; take the case out of the operation of 
the general rules of law applicable to trans­ 
actions between individuals. 
The learned counsellor the plaintiffs, after 
stating that the transaction between the de­ 
fendant and the m aker of the note was a pav- 
m ent of it. in their briel say : " The plaintiffs 
in the case couid not dispute the tact that the 
dcfendaut was their duly authorized agent for 
th e purpose of collection. Let us assume that 
instead of Mr. Politz m aking an assignment on 
the evening of the ISth day of February, 18S9, 
aud alter the payment as above of the note, 
th at the defendant bank had failed in business, 
could the plaintiff's in this case then have re­ 
covered from Politz the amount of this note ? 
\ \\ think not. Payment to an authorized agent 
discharges the debt.” 
It Is true that payment to an authorized agent 
dbcuarges the debt: but did the transaction 
between the defendant and Politz constitute 
paym ent? This is the question to be decided. 
Xu ¡he case of Indig vs. National City Bank, 
80 N. V., 1X0, the plaintiff deposited with the 
deieudant anote to which there was no en­ 
dorser, payable at the Bank of Lowvilie, ot 
whieh bank the m aker was a customer. 
The 
defendant sent the note by mail to that bans, 
which was an ordinary method of transacting 
such business; the note reached the bank the 
day it fell due: upon the next day it sent its 
d rait on New York in paymen: and sent the 
note to the maker; then on the stm e day failed 
T he amount ot thedraft was charged in the ac­ 
count of the m aker, but he had not quite suf 
ficiem on deposit to pay the not : the deficit 
was made up afler the failure. 
T • defendant 
received the draff the n. xt day, v j.ieh was Sat- 
nrday, after business hours, cad forwarded ft 
on Monday morning in the usual course of bus­ 
iness to the dealing house in Nev; York and it 
was returned "not good.'' 
The plaintiff, the payee of the note, com­ 
menced his action sgainsi the defendant to re­ 
cover the amount ol the ti te because of the al­ 
leged negligance of the sub agent, the Bank ol 
Lowville. The plaintiff was ten-suited, and 
the judgment was affirmed on appeal, and in 
dec.ding the case the Court said: 
“ Where a note is payable at a bank, and en­ 
tire failure to present it for pay aeut does not 
discharge the. maker (Walcott ■ s. Van Sant- 
wood, 17 John, .'is; Greeu vs. Goings. 7 Barb., 
652; Caldwell vs Cassidy, 8 Cow., 271.) 
If the

of no consequence. 
If he has funds 
then he can plead it by way of tender aun is 
relieved from liability only for interest and 
costs; and even if he fails with the funds in its 
hands, this is no defense to the note. I Buggies 
vs Patton. S Mass., 480; Fenton vs. Goundry, 13 
Has , 473; Turner vs. Hayden. 4 Bara and Ore*. 
1). 
i he fiank in such cases is regarded simply 
as the agent or depository of the maker of the 
note, or acceptor ot the bill, aud he alone suf­ 
fers by its failure, aud his promise to pay is not 
discaarged. 
“ In tbisiepect only a note or bill payable at 
b au s differs from a cncck. Therefore.it there 
h ad been no presentment whatever, and the 
bank had failed, with sufficient funds of the 
m aker in its hauds. to pa> the note, the maker 
w ssM il liable. The attem pt of the bank to 
pay the note by a draft which was not good was 
no'payicent, aud on notice of the non payment 
of the draft the plaintiff could have tendered it 
back and demanded his note, or could have 
sued upon the note, even without giving Indem­ 
nity, as the note was in the possess.ou of the 
m ater, having been returned to him by the 
bank. The maker conld net even set up in bar 
of costs aud interest that he had the money in 
the bank, lor his account there was short, and 
w as not made up "until after the bank had 
f ailed.” 
This case, it seems, decides the question pro­ 
pounded by the learned counsel for the plaiut- 
iff adversoiT to the conclusion arrived at by 
t hem. The plaintiff* in this case tvereat llberty 
to reject the cheek of the defendant: but if drey 
had received it it would not.constitute payment 
of the note due them Horn Politz uutil they bad 
received the money ou it. lu 2 Daniel on Ne- 
go'ianle Instruments, Section 1623, the rule is 
correctly slated, thus: Id re-pect to payment by 
check, a creditor may, if he pleases, accept in 
absolute discharge ol the debt: hut when a 
check is received by a creditor there is no pre­ 
sumption that he takes it in payment, but 
on the contrary, the implication is that U is 
only to be regarded as payment if cashed; a id 
o strong is this implication, the check being 
presumptively drawn upon a fund deposited to 
m eet it, that more evidence is required to prove 
hat a check piten to take up a note is re 
ceived in satisfaction and discharge than is de- 
m aii'led when cue note is given for an-ffher. 
Cerrtuuly the holder of a bill or note is not 
bound to give it up on receipt of a check until 
th e latter is p aid ." 
I: is the settled taw lu this 
State that the delivery of a check, drail or note 
to a creditor for an anteceden; note or debt will 
not constitute payment, unless there is • n ex­ 
press agreement between the parties thereto 
tha; it shad he paymen , and in the absence of 
6 uch agreement the sreditur may ma ntsdn his 
action on the original note or deb*. 
f*mith vs. 
Owens. 21 Cal. 11; Higgins vs. Wcrteti, IS CaL 
30; Brewster vs. Botirs, sc a b 561: Welch vs. 
AUinston. 23 (.’a’ 
22; Griffiths vs. Grogan. 12 
Cai 32b) In Griffiths vs. Grogan, Justice Field 
delivering theooinion cl tne Court decided that 
u n its (the note was; received by express agree­ 
m ent hs pavxaent it did not extinguish the debt. 
I t cniy operated to extend, until its m atur­ 
ity, the period for the payment of the debt. 
This is the settled doctrine as to the notes oí the 
dcbto*. or of third persons taken for the antece­ 
d en ' debt. Their acceptance is considered as ac­ 
companied with the condition oí their payment 
at m turitv. 
To the samo effect is the case of I 
Lindsey vs. McCIeiiaa, 86 Am. Dec., 786. In 1

any reason lails U) accept it. then by depositing 
the amount in tha name of the creditor in some 
baDk of deposit within this Stale of good repute 
and giving notice thereof to the creditor or his 
agent. (C. C-, 1.485-1.100.) Though the defend­ 
ant w as the agent of the plaintiff to collect the 
note, yet as it was payable in money only, the 
defendant had no authority to receive anything 
other than monev in payment. And the maker 
of the note knowiDg the nature and extent of 
his obligation is hound to know it: and there­ 
fore the note is not discharged aud the payee 
may maintain an action thereon 
(Hudgett vs. 
Day 12 Cal., 159: vxbarton on Agency, 210.) 
The case of the Troy City Bank vs. Grant. Hi.l 
A Denio, 119. was a ease in all its material feat­ 
ures like the one under consideration. The 
holderof a promissory note sent it when cue 
to a bank at which it was payable, and the 
bank erroneously supposing the maker had 
funds in the bank, credited the holder with the 
amount, but on discovering its mistake the next 
day corrected it and served the indorsers with 
notice of non-payment and in an acti; u by the 
holders of the note against the indorsers it was 
decided that the note was not paid, and that 
the action could be maintained as the liability 
on the note still continued. In the case of De 
Navtr vs. State National Bank, 8 Neb., 104, is a 
ca«"e in which money was recovered after it 
had been paid bv the bank under circumstances 
similar to the facts of this case: and in the case of 
Greely vs. Bartlett, 1 Greenl. 172, where goods 
were ‘consigned to a factor or agent to sell, and 
he sold them on a credit to a merchant in good 
credit at the time aud took his note payable to 
himself for the purchase money and credited 
the amount of the note in account w ith his 
principal and on settlement paid the money to 
his principal, and the maker of the note bceom 
ing insolvent bef .re the note fell due, whereby 
the claim was lost, the Court decided that the 
factor or agent could recover from his principal 
the monev vaid him. and in the case of Brock- 
mycw vs. XVashiugton National Bank, 19 Pac. 
Rep., 855, where a sw ings bank delivered to a 
national bank money, drafts, notes and other 
securities to pay a creditor, the Court uectdcd 
that the relation between the debtor bank and 
the national bank is that of principal and agent, 
and until the creditor assents to cr acts upon 
the transac ion no rights accrued to him, and 
the assent of the creditor wilt not be presumed 
when he has no notice or knowledge of it, and 
therefore the creditor could not recover from 
tne national bank. In that case the debtor 
bank had become insolvent, and the national 
bank had surrendered the property to its_Presi- 
dent. In the case of Low vs. Warden, n L’aL, 
94 a note was deposited with a bank for collec­ 
tion. and afterwards the maker deposited suffi­ 
cient money in the bank to pay it, but after­ 
wards, by a’n agreement with the President of 
the bank to extend the time o¡ payment, he 
drew the money out on bis own check, and the 
C o u r t decided that the P.esident exceeded his 
auth-ritv, as he was only an agent to collect, 
aud the creditor could recover ou the note as 
the transaction did not constitute payment. As 
the defendant had no authority to cancel the 
noie without receiving the money thereon, m 
this case the writing the word “cancelled” on 
it is immaterial and may be explained in an 
action on the note. (C. C P . 1.982.) If then 
the eiicumstances pioved in this Case do not 
constitute paymeuc the defendant is not liable 
in this action. 
But there is another view to he taxen of this 
case, which is fatal to the plaintiff's. Section 
1624 of the Civil Code, usuallycalied the statute 
of Frauds, provides that *11 contracts or prom­ 
ises to answer for the debt, default or miscar­ 
riage of another, are invalid unless in writing, 
signed by the party to be charged or bis agent, 
except in cases provided iu Sections 2794 ol this 
Code. That section provides that “a premise to 
answer lor the obligation of another in the 
eases therein enumerated, is an original obliga­ 
tion of the promisor, and need not be In w rit­ 
ing,” among which are the cases “where the 
promise being for an antecedent obligation of 
another, is made upon the consideration that 
the partv receiving it cancels the antecedent obli­ 
gation, accepting the new promise as a substi­ 
tute thereof, or upon the consideration that the 
partv receiving it releases the propel ty of 
another from a levy, or his person from impris­ 
onment under an execution or judgment ob­ 
tained upon the antecedent obligation: or upon 
a consideration beneficial to the promisor, 
whether moving from either party to the ante­ 
cedent obligation, or from ano her person.” 
This defines the consideration which will sup­ 
port a premise to answer for the debtoi another 
by which an original obligation is created: and 
to bring a case within this exception and ex­ 
clude it trom the operation of th ■ geueral rules 
of the Statute of Frauds, the obligation created 
by the promise of the promisor to ihp creditor 
must be an original and not a collateral obliga­ 
tion to the antecedent debt: and such an 
original obligation is presumed !o extinguish 
the antecedent debt, though this presumption 
may not be conclusive in all esses. No iujurv 
to the crediior will support the premise by 
which an original obligation is created, except 
the release of the antecedent debt by tub 
creditor, cr 
a 
release by 
him 
of prop­ 
erty of another from lqyy, or his person 
from 
imprisonment 
under 
an 
execution 
on a judgment obtained upon the antecedent 
debt: and in all other cases the consideration 
must be beneficial, moving to the promi.-or trom 
either partv to the antecedent debt or from some 
other person. But whatever the consideration 
m aybe, the obligation created .by t'ae promise 
must be original and not collateral to tbe ante­ 
cedent or former debt. 
The true rule for the construction of the pro­ 
visions ol our Code under consideration was an­ 
nounced by the Supreme Court of Connecticut 
in tne care of Parker vs. Beoton (35 Conn., 319), 
in considering a similar sta ute of frauds. Tbe 
Court said in that ease: “We have nodisposi- 
t on to relax the rules of construction applica­ 
ble to the statute of frauds or in any m anner to 
w eaken that statute. Our views on that subject 
are fully expressed by Jud ’ : Dutton in Clapp vs. 
Lawton (31 Conn., 95): .rad if this was as 
claimed, analogous to th:.:, we should come to 
the same conclusion in respect to it, but this 
case differs essentially irom that 
There a third 
party received the proper y of the debtor and 
promised him generally to pay his debts. None 
of the creditors were parties' :o the arrangement, 
and the original indebtedness continued as be­ 
fore. Here the contract was tripartite—between 
the debtor, a creditor and third person; and it 
contemplated the discharge of the original 
debtor aud a new obltgatio 
by the third paity 
of the particular creditor. - ich newob.igatiou 
aud indebtedness is not 
udiiu th- statute.” 
The neto obligation desert oed in ti, is decision 
corresponds to the original obligation provided 
tor in Section '2791 of the Civil Code. And to 
create such new or original obligation there must 
be a tripartite agreement, or, at least, a promise 
to the creditor. In Halsted vs. Francis (31 Mich., 
118) the Court decided that not only the promise 
of the vhird person must be made to the creditor 
to pay th# debt of another to him, but it must be 
made ou a present consideration. In the case 
of Biddle vs Briggolara, 61 Cal.. 354. the plaintiff 
was defeated, though the defendant in pur­ 
chasing property agreed to assume aud pay a 
mortgage debt thereon..because the plaintiff', 
the creditor, was not a patty to the agreement 
or promise, and there are many cases to the 
same effect. (McLaren vs. Hutchinson. 18 Cab, 
81; same case, v2 CaL, 188; Gyle vs. Schroeder, 
23 Cal , 538; Comstock vs. Reed, 12 CaL, '286; 
Welch vs. KenDy, 49 Cal., 49: Evans vs. Riddle, 
3 Cal., 435; Argenta vs. Brannan 5 C a l, 351; 
Millen vs. Whipple, 1 Gtay, 317; Millard vs. 
Baldwin, 3 Gray, 484: Rogers vs. Union Stone 
Companv, 130 Mas*., 5S1; Blnnt vs Boyd, 3 
Barb , 2ir9.) There are many other authontiea 
which sustain the proposition that there must 
be a contractual relation or privity between the 
promisor aud the creditor to create an original 
obligation, the one to the other; and to create 
such relation of privity the promise must be 
made to the creditor; but there is a tine of cases 
whieh hold to tbe contrary, and assume that a 
contractual relation or privity is created be­ 
tween the promisor aud the creditor ol another 
by an agreement with or'a promise to the debtor 
to which the creditor was not a party. This 
proposition involves a legal solicbm. A con­ 
tra t'tal relarion or privity can only be created 
between the parties to the contract. 
This prin­ 
cipal is recognized in 2 Daniel on Neg. Ins. 1630, 
where the author said: “it is undoubtedly lu 
the power ot the bank to authorize over-checks 
or checks without any funds whatever, upon 
negotiations with the .drawer. Such dealings 
would lie in the nature of a loan; and tbe bank 
would be bound, if the arrangement were con­ 
summated upon a legal contract. But mere 
permission to overdraw not communicated to 
the ehectholder. would certainty be of no avail 
in legal offset. and such permission would not 
w arrant a drawer in stating absolutely, solely 
on faith thereof, that his cr eek was good." 
From a review of the authorities, it is clear 
that a third person is not bound to answer for 
or pay a deb: ot another, until the ct editor be­ 
comes a party to the agreement aud sssents 
thereto. And this being so, the third party, as 
the defendant in this case, may withdraw the 
promise or proposal to become bound to pay the 
debt of another at any time before the proposal . 
is commuuie&ted lo or accepted by the creditor: 
it Ls so provided in all cases of contracts by the 
Civil Code, 15S6. And the posting of a letter 
containing the proposal addressed to the cred­ 
itor does not preclude the withdrawal of it. 
(Wharton on Com., 18) 
In this case the deiendant did withdraw its 
proposal to pay tne debt of Politz, by withdraw­ 
ing trom the Postoffice the letter containing the 
check and canceling it, as it had a right to do. 
But there »s* no legal consideration fur the 
promise oí the defendant, even if tbe ¿3.5O0 note 
given bv Politz to the defendant to cover over­ 
drafts had not been exhausted: it was past due, I 
the m aker had become insolvent, aud thede-j 
lendaut was ertiiied to retain it, and as the j 
consideration must lie something to which the I 
promisor is not lawfully entitled, aud must be a '■ 
prctml and not a pail consideration, such note ! 
would uot constitute a sufficient consideration. 
But the note had been exhausted by over-draft, I 
and there was no consideration of auy kind to ¡ 
supoo-t the promise made to Polti* to pay the : 
plaintiff» (€. V... 160 ; Comestock vs. Reid. 12 j 
Cal , 286: Halsted vs. Francis. 31 Mich., 113.) j 
The learned coun*el tor the plaintiff rely upon 
the case of Do die vs. National City Bank, 15 N. 1 
Y . 733. as warranting a recovery by the plaint- j 
iffs. That case was decided upon Che principles | 
ot estoppel, 
t he Court decided in effect that ¡ 
the 
aeieudant. 
after 
business hours had j 
closed for the dav, where a cheek had been 
deposited with the bank, and its clerk had 
credited the amount as cash in the passbook cf j 
the t nstomer and npcn the hooks of the bank, : 
was estopped from showing that cash had not 
been, in fact, deposited. 
But the Superior i 
Court of this Slate nas decided the same gues- • 
tion the other way iu the case of the National 
Gold Bank vs. McDonaid, 51 CaL, 64: and this 


decision is in harmony with the provisions Oi 
Section 1962 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 
According to this secnoa it is only where a 
party has by his declaration, act or omission, 
•.ntcniionallg and deliberately led another to be­ 
lieve a particular thing true, and to act upon 
such belief, that he cannot in a litigation aris­ 
ing out of such declaration, act or omission, be 
permitted to falsify it. There is no estoppel 
unless a person has been misled to his injury by 
another, and the misleading must be deliberate 
and intentionaL This is tam iliar taw. Then it 
follows from what has been said that the plain* 
tiff cannot recover for want of merit in their 
case. 
, 
'due second point urged by the defendant's 
counsel is well taken. The action for money 
had aud received can not be m aintained unless 
the defendant has received money to the use 
of the plaintiff. It is not sufficient that the de­ 
fendant mav be liable in some form of action 
(H errick vs. Hodges, 13 Cal., 432; 4 Waits, Act. 
and Def., 170). Plaintiffs cannot recover in 
this action, but the defendant should recover 
costs. The Court now flies findiugs and judg­ 
m ent wiil be entered for defendant.

STATE LIBRARY. 


T he 01(1 B oard of T ru stees Go O ut—D ana 
P e rk in s E le cted L ib rarian . 
The old Board of Trustees of the State 
Library held a brief session yesterday 
afternoon at the State Capitol. Mr. W allis 
stated to the Board that when be received 
the library from bis predecessor there was 
no inventory taken of tbe books or other 
property belonging to the library, and that 
in consequence of this fact be was unable 
to know w hat he really had received. 
He 
desired that his successor should not be 
placed in any such unpleasant predica­ 
m ent. 
H e wished to know what books 
were missing, that had been received dur­ 
ing bis term of office, and his successor 
should know exactly what he receives. 
Mr. W allis farther said: 
We have been so busy for the last five 
months 
in 
the 
library that none of the 
thousands of volumes that have been re­ 
ceived during that time have been put in their 
several departments of the library. It will take 
the entire time of our present force to classify 
all the books properly between now and the 
lest oí March, at which time the library will be

We have just completed the catalogue of the 
general department of 1.200 pages, and have 
kept up a card catalogue of the accessions since 
the printing was commenced: also a catalogue 
of 700 pages of the law department which will 
assist materially in taking this inventory. 
Un­ 
der the circumstances. I will gladly remain 
after mv term of office a month, or long enough 
to assist my successor iu taking the inventory, 
if agreeable" to him. 
I nope that you will consider this m atter of 
sufficient importance to pass a resolution calling 
it to the utteution of the incoming Board. Tha 
register of the library shows 78,402 books. Of 
this number 25,262 volumes have been added to 
the library during the eight years of our term of 
office. 
Tbe resolution requested by Mr. Wallis 
was passed unanim ously. 
Tbe new Board m et ana organized last 
evening. 
B. D. Stephens was chosen Pres­ 
ident. Dana Perkins was elected Librarian 
¡or the term of fonr years, commencing 
April 6th n e x t.

Tbe librarv fund was found to contain 
$22.650 96.

Mr. W allis slated that he had paid out 
SI,892 more than be had received, and that 
tha library is indebted to him in that 
am ount.

A F treet Scene T h at W as a D isgrace to 
th e C om m unity. 
At a late hour last night a R f.cop.i1 U n io n 
reporter’s attention was attracted by a mob 
of noisy boys on K street, between Second 
and Third, two of whom were scuffling 
and swearing after the fashion of confirmed 
toughs. A closer inspection of tbe crowd 
revealed the fact that tbe two “ kids” were 
uproariously drunk.

W hen 
Mealer approached him again with the 
ropes he cut him . 
Mealer then took the witness stand and 
gave his version of the affair. 
H e said 
that D ouahueand himself had always been 
the best of friends, aud he had never known 
him to act strangely before. 
On the day- 
before the cutting Donahue said he felt 
sick and purchased a large bottle of patent 
medicine at Elk Grove “He drank some cf 
it that night,” said tbe witness, "aud the 
next day finished up the bottie. 
He com­ 
menced to act crazy then, and when Mrs, 
Dart, the iady of the house, made some tea 
for him , he swore it was poison, and ran 
out of the house howling aud trying to call 
ail the neighbors. 
We tried to get him in 
but he would not move, so we tied him to 
the fence, so that he would uot barm any­ 
one while I went for somebody to hetD me 
get him back in the house. 
He pulled out 
his knife, and cutting him self loose, started 
after Mrs. Dart. 
W hen I ran to her as­ 
sistance he turned around and cut me.” 
"H ad he been driuking?” asked Dr. 
Gatdner. 
“Only that bottle of bitters,” replied the 
witness. 
"Ah !" chorused Drs. Nichols and Gard­ 
ner. nodding to each other significantly. 
H iram J 'huson, D onahues 
attorney, 
then directed a few questions to the w it­ 
ness, all of which, to the astonishm ent of 
the Court, were calculated to elicit state­ 
m ents that Donahue was perfectly sane. 
“ W hy, Mr. Johnson,” interrupted Judge 
Armstrong, “do you claim that your client 
is n.it insane ?' 
“ Why, certainly, your Honor,” replied 
the attorney; "I never thought he was in­ 
sane, except temporarily so ou tha; day.” 
“ W ell,” replied the judge, “I think I'm 
inclined to agree with you that he's not in­ 
sane now, and I think the doctors will say 
so, too.”
